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MANUFACTURES. 


EBMARKS  ON  THE  STATISTICS  OF  MAliTUPAOTUEBS. 


These  tables  inclade  every  establishment  of  mechanical  or  manofieM)- 
taring  industry  which  was  returned  at  the  Tenth  Census  as  having  had 
during  the  census  year  a  product  of  five  hundred  dollars  or  more  in 
value. 

The  following  exceptions  should  be  noted,  viz : 

1.  The  manufacture  of  fishery  products  is  exhibited  under  Fisheries. 
2.  Quartz  milling  and  petroleum  refining  are  exhibited  under  Mining 
and  Quarrying.  3.  The  manu&cture  of  gas,  and  manufacturing  by  steam 
railrrad  companies,  will  be  made  the  subjects  of  separate  reports. 

Establishments,  wherever  practicable,  have  been  referred  to  the 
locality  where  the  works  were  situated. 

The  statistics  of  cotton  goods  include :  (1)  si>ecific  mills,  i.  f .,  mills 
which  manu£a.cture  cotton  into  a  fkbric  known  and  sold  under  that 
name;  and  (2)  special  mills,  working  raw  cotton,  waste,  or  cotton  yam 
into  hose,  weboing,  tapes,  fancy  fabrics,  or  mixed  goods,  or  other  fabrics 
which  are  not  sold  as  specific  manufactures  of  either  cotton  or  wool. 

Dyeing  and  finishing  textiles  do  not  include  the  statistics  of  estab- 
lishments connected  with  cotton,  woolen,  or  silk  factories^  but  only  the 
operations  of  independent  dye-works,  bleacheries,  and  pnnt- works,  the 
values  of  the  products  reported  being  merely  the  values  added  to  the 
£a>brics  by  the  processes  of  these  establishments. 

The  statistics  of  iron  and  steel  manufacture  embrace  blast  furnaces, 
bloomaries,  and  forges,  rolling-mills,  and  steel  works  of  all  kinds. 

Shipbuilding  includes  the  building  and  repairing  of  iron  and  wooden 
vessels  of  all  classes,  boats  and  canal-boats,  and  the  manufacture  of 
blocks  and  spars,  marine  engines,  oakum,  oars,  and  sails.  The  opera- 
tions of  the  various  navy-yards  of  the  United  States  are  not  included. 

In  all  comparisons  between  values  reported  in  1870  and  in  1880  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  values  of  1870  were  expressed  in  a 
currency  which  was  at  a  great  discount  in  gold.  The  average  premiur 
on  gold  during  the  twelve  months  (June  1, 1869,  to  May  31, 1870)  whicl 
constituted  the  census  year  was  almost  exactly  one-fourth  (25.3)  pei 
cent.  A  premium  on  gold  of  one-fourth  is  equal  to  a  discount  on  cur- 
rency of  one-fifbh.  For  purposes  of  comparison,  therefore,  the  values 
of  1870  should  be  reduced  in  that  ratio. 

The  fact  that,  in  the  £a>ce  of  a  large  iDcrease  in  the  number  of  hands 
employed  in  manufactures,  of  the  amount  of  material  consumed,  and 
of  tiie  values  of  the  products,  the  numbeb  of  establishments  snows 
hardly  an  appreciable  gain  from  1870  to  1880,  notwithstanding  an 
increase  of  30  per  cent,  in  population,  is  amply  accounted  for  by  the 
well-known  tendency  to  the  concentration  of  labor  and  capital  in  large 
shops  and  factories.  The  establishments  of  1870  showed  8  as  the  aver- 
age number  of  hands  and  $8,400  as  the  average  amount  of  capital : 
those  of  1880  showed  10.7  as  the  average  number  of  hands  and  $10,992 
as  the  average  amount  of  capital.  A  very  good  example  of  the  ef- 
fect of  this  cause  is  found  in  the  coopers'  trade,  where,  with  a  reduc- 
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tion  in  the  nnmber  of  establishments  from  4,961  to  3,898  (or  22  per 
cent,  nearly),  the  hands  employed  have  increased  11  per  cent.  This 
cause  has  not,  however,  operated  equally  to  prodace  a  proportional  re- 
duction in  all  branches  of  industry.  Thus,  in  the  carpenters'  trade  (a) 
we  have  the  average  number  of  hands  employed  5.9  in  1880,  against 
3.9  in  1870.  But  this  increase  in  the  average  number  of  hands  does 
not  alone  explain  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  establishments.  We 
have  also  to  take  into  account  the  effect  of  the  growth  of  the  sash,  door, 
and  blind  factories,  doing  on  a  large  scale  and  by  the  aid  of  macninery 
what  was  formerly  done  slowly  on  the  spot  by  the  individual  carpenter. 
We  have^  then,  to  take  into  account  the  growth  of  the  wheelwright  trade. 
In  1870  there  were  3,613  establishments,  employing  an  aggregate  of 
6,989  hands ;  in  1880  there  were  10,701,  employing  16,108  hands.  We 
hie^ve  next  to  take  into  account  the  introduction  of  machinery  into  the 
fiunitore  and  cabinet-making  industry,  replacing  much  of  tj^e  former 
work  of  the  local  carpenter  in  rural  districts  and  small  towns.  We 
have  then  to  consider  the  immense  extension  of  the  contract  system  of 
erecting  buildings,  the  effect  of  which  is  to  disconnect  an  increasing 
proportion  of  the  working  carpenters  of  every  city  or  large  town  fh)m 
actual  shops  and  constitute  them  a  movable,  readily  disposable  force, 
to  be  hired  now  by  this  contractoi^  and  now  by  that,  according  as  jobs 
arise.  We  have,  last,  to  consider  the  rapid  substitution  of  brick  and 
stone  for  wood  in  building,  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the  number  of 
persons  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  brick  in  the  United  States  has 
increased  more  than  50  per  cent,  in  ten  years.  In  the  same  way,  while 
the  cross-roads  blacksmith-shop  is  stUl  a  necessity  of  tens  of  thousands 
of  localities,  very  much  of  the  work  formerly  done  by  blacksmiths  is 
now  done  on  a  larger  scale  by  wheelwrights,  locksmiths,  or  machinists, 
or  in  hardware  factories  or  establishments  producing  numerous  special- 
ties in  iron  and  steel. 

Space  will  not  allow  us  to  take  up  trade  after  trade  to  indicate  the 
conditions  which  have  affected  its  rate  of  growth  during  the  decade  just 
past  J  but  the  above  will  serve  to  show  the  variety  and  the  nicety  of  the 
eonsiderations  which  require  to  be  taken  into  account  in  this  connection.

se  trades,  havinff  perhaps  no  distinct  shops,  and  worMng  perhaps  (in  rural  dit- 
rcts)  bat  ft  part  of  the  year,  operated  with  approximately  equal  force  in  1870  ttad

8ra:  In  <!ompIianc«  vfith  your  instruction)!,  I  have  the  honor  to  siilmiit 
tables  gii'ing  in  condonH^d  form  the  statistics  of  Hteam-  and  water- 
power  ubM  in  mauutVtctures,  as  retnmed  at  the  eensus  of  1880.  Tbe»o 
statistics  have  been  compiled  iiiuier  the  direction  of  Professor  W,  P. 
Trowbridge,  Bi)ecial  agent  in  charge  of  the  statistics  of  jiower  and 
machiuery  used  in  mannfactiires,  from  the  returns  made  ni>oii  the  Bched- 
nlee  nsed  in  ooU«?ting  statistics  of  mannfHctures,  and  include  the  power 
used  in  all  IndnstrieB  embraced  in  the  manufacturing  statistics,  with  the 
following  exoeptinus :  CokcjDyeingandflniHhiug  textiles, Glass,  Iiiquors, 
distilled;  Liqnora,uiaIt;  Mixed  textiles;  Shipbuilding,  The  classification 
by  indn.stries  is  the  same  as  that  adopted  by  the  division  of  manufactures. 
These  tables  show :  (1)  The  number  of  establishments  whicb  used  either 
iteam-  or  water-power,  or  both,  during  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  oensns 
jear  from  June  1,1870,  to  May  31, 188(1,  The  number  of  establishments 
iiere  reported  is  generally  less  thiin  reported  as  engaged  in  manufacture 
for  any  district  or  indnstry,  the  dilference  being  due  to  such  establish- 
nenta  as  do  not  use  either  steam-  or  water-power,  or  to  such  ns  were 
not  i&  operation  during  any  part  of  the  census  year.  Thus,  in  the 
itste  of  Massachusetts  there  iire  reported  350  flouring-  and  grist-mills, 
but  only  344  of  these  are  returned  aa  using  either  steam-  or  water-power, 
the  remaining  6  being  driven  by  wind ;  {2)  the  number  of  water-wheels 
used;  (3)  the  total  power  of  these  wheels;  (4)  lAennmber  of  steam-boilers, 
not  including  such  boilers  as  are  used  for  generating  steam  exclusively 
for  heating  purposes;  (5)  the  total  number  of  ateam-englnes  used; 
(6)  the  total  power  of  these  steam-engines ;  (7)  the  total  power  of  all 
tiift  stAdin-engines  and  water-wheels  reported  as  used  in  manufJEtotiiTe 
dating  the  census  year. 

In  Table  LV  are  presented  the  statistics  of  power  used  in  mannfactures, 
tnt,  by  totals  for  states  and  territories,  and  second,  by  totals  for  some  of 
tteleadiog  industries.  In  many  cases  the  same  steam-engine  or  water- 
vheel  wae  reported  as  Ijeing  used  in  two  or  more  iudaslries.  Where  no 
-itiBfiictory  division  of  power  could  be  made,  it  was  included  in  each 
ti>tii8lTy  and  a  deduction  made  from  the  total  of  all  industries  fhr  sncb 
'iiplication,  as  is  shown  in  the  table. 
Table  LVI  gives  the  statistics  by  Bt»t«  totals  of  the  following  selected 
I'iustries,  viz;  Carpets,  cotton  goods,  felt  goods,  flouring-  and  grist-mill 
[iidncts,  hosiery  and  knit  gootis.  Iron  and  steel,  lumber  (sawed),  paper, 
.■^t,  .<ulk  and  silk  goods,  woolen  goods,  wool  hats,  worsted  gooils,  the 
■tatlstics  for  all  other  industrifut  being  grou;>ed. 
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The  following  table  abows  the  total  amoant  of  power  available  in  emne 
of  the  more  imiiortant  tudustries  and  tbe  percentage  of  increaae,  the 
total  number  of  bands  employed  in  these  indostriea,  as  reported  in  the 
Htatistics  of  maunfactnres,  and  the  amonot  of  power  available  per  baud 
employed,  according  to  tbe  ceoiiUK  of  ISiO  and  that  of  1880 : 
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The  total  amount  of  power  used  in  manu&ctiires,  as  retnrned  at  the 
census  of  1870  and  that  of  1880,  is  given  in  the  following  table>  which 
also  shows  tbe  percentage  of  increase  in  each  state  and  territory.  ThiB, 
however,  mast  bo  regarded  as  an  approximate  comparison  only: 
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In  making  ibis  oomparison,  it  mnst  be  noted  that  the  dassiflcation 
adopted  in  the  census  of  1870  and  that  used  in  1880  are  not  exactly  alike. 
Thus  it  wonld  appear  that  there  was  a  £EdIing  off  in  the  amount  of  power 
used  in  manufacture  in  the  state  of  Louisiana  from  25,066  horse-power 
in  1870  to  11,346  horse-power  in  1880.  This  is  due  to  the  &ct  that  in 
the  census  of  1870  the  sugar  made  on  the  plantations  direct  from  the 
raw  cane  was  included  as  a  product  of  manuflEkcture,  while  in  1880  it 
is  included  with  the  products  of  agriculture.  Thus,  in  order  to  make  a 
comparison,  we  must  deduct  18,296  horse-power  used  on  the  sugar  plan- 
tations from  the  total  25,066  horse-power,  and  we  would  then  have  for 
the  industries  in  the  census  of  1880  an  increase  of  from  6,770  horse-i>ower 
in  1870  to  11,346  in  1880. 

In  the  state  of  Kevada  it  would  appear  that  there  was  a  falling  off 
from  8,545  horse-power  in  1870  to  716  horse-power  in  1880.  In  the 
census  of  1870  we  find  that  the  following  industries  are  included  ia  sta* 
tistics  of  manufactures :  ^'  Quartz  milled,  ^  7,174  horse-power,  and  ^^  Lead, 
pig",  215  horse-power.  These  industries  are  included  in  the  statistics, 
not  of  manufJEu^ture,  but  of  mining,  in  the  census  of  1880^  therefore,  in 
order  to  make  a  comparison,  we  must  deduct  7,389  horse-power  from  the 
total  for  1870.  This  would  still  leave  the  amount  of  power  reported  in 
1870  slightly  in  excess  of  that  reported  in  1880,  owing  probably  to  the 
very  rapid  development  of  mining  in  1870  and  the  consequent  demand 
for  sawed  lumber  and  other  products  of  manufacture. 

This  table  shows  a  decrease  for  Montana  in  the  total  amount  of  i>ower 
reported  as  used  in  manufactures.  If  we  deduct  780  horse-power  for 
<^ Quartz  milled'^  from  the  total  for  1870,  we  would  then  have  an  increase 
from  837  horse-power  in  1870  to  1,498  horse-power  in  1880. 

In  the  census  of  1870  we  find  that  the  industry,  "Quartz  milled,'^  is 
reported  in  California  with  2,739  horse-power.  This  ought  also  strictly 
to  be  deducted  before  making  a  comparison.  With  these  exceptions, 
the  classification  of  industries  in  the  census  of  1870  and  that  used  in 
1880  are  so  nearly  alike  that  a  comparison  can  safely  be  made. 

The  following  table  shows  the  relative  amount  of  steam-  and  of 
water-power  used  in  some  of  the  more  important  industries,  as  returned 
at  the  census  of  1870  and  that  of  1880:

MINING. 
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PRECIOUS  METALS. 


The  oatpnt  of  tho  precious  metals  for  the  year  ending  May  31, 1880, 
was  $33,379,663  gold  and  $41,110,957  silver— a  total  of  $74,490,620 
(coining  value).  Although  these  figores  are  somewhat  less  than  those 
reached  in  three  or  four  exceptional  years,  they  represent  a  yield  con- 
siderably higher  than  the  average  annual  product  From  the  beginning 
of  mining  operations,  in  1804,  up  to  the  above  date  over  a  billion  and  a 
half  of  gold  and  nearly  half  a  billion  of  silver  were  produced,  and  the 
vast  importance  of  this  element  of  the  national  resources  is  shown  by 
the  fact  that  one-third  of  the  gold  and  one-half  of  the  silver  yearly 
produced  in  the  world  are  mined  within  our  borders. 

While  the  Gomstock  lode,  the  former  great  producer  of  the  country, 
has  a  greatly  decreased  output,  this  loss  is  compensated  by  a  corre- 
sponding increase  in  other  regions,  notably  the  Leadville  district,  Colo- 
rado. As  a  whole,  the  mining  industry  of  the  country  is  in  a  healthy 
state,  and  the  product  of  the  precious  metals  in  the  future  promises  to 
show  a  regular  and  permanent  increase. 

The  bullion  product  of  the  deep  mines  of  the  United  States  for  the 
year  under  review  amounted  to35  tons900i>ounds  avoirdupois  (1,033,974.0 
ounces  troy )  of  finegold  and  1,087  tons 900 pounds  avoirdupois  (31,717,297 
ounces  troy)  of  fine  silver.  That  of  tlie  placer  mines  weighed  19  tons 
1,824  pounds  avoirdupois  (580,766.6  ounces  troy)  in  fine  gold,  with  which 
were  alloyed  2  tons  1,498  ix)uuds  avoirdupois  (80,177.3  ounces  troy)  of 
silver.  The  total  weight  of  fine  bullion  was  no  le&s  than  55  tons  724 
pounds  avoirdui)ois  (1,614,741.2  ouuces  troy)  of  gold  and  1,090  tons  398 
pounds  avoirdupois  (31,797,474.3  ounces  troy)  of  silver.  These  huge 
figures  may  be  better  grasped,  perhaps,  by  considering  that  the  gold 
represents  five  ordinary  car-loads,  while  a  train  of  109  freight  cars  of 
the  usual  capacity  would  be  required  to  transport  the  silver.  Historians 
have  stated  that  during  the  early  Spanish  occupation  whole  galleons 
were  freighted  exclusively  with  silver  from  the  mines  of  Mexico  and 
Peru.  This  would  hardly  seem  to  be  an  exaggeration,  in  ^^ew  of  the 
fact  that  the  present  annual  pro<luct  of  the  United  States  would  suffice 
to  form  the  full  cargo  of  a  large  modem  vessel. 

The  total  product  of  each  state  and  territory,  including  the  silver 
contents  of  placer  gold,  appears  in  Table  LVII,  which  shows  the  aggre- 
gate bullion  outi)ut  of  the  Uiiited  States  for  the  census  year.

It  appears  that  of  the  ore  mined  during  tlie  census  year  01.39  per 
cent,  in  tonnage  was  tre{it<?d  at  the  redaction  works  and  8.G1  per  cent, 
Avas  left  on  tlic  dumps.  The  average  result  of  working  treatment,  as 
compared  with  assay  value,  was  81.86  per  cent,  of  the  gold  contents, 
79.68  per  cent,  of  the  silver,  and  80.40  per  cent,  in  all.  !Not withstanding 
the  large  number  of  estimated  amounts  entering  into  the  calculation, 
these  results  are  probably  a  very  close  approximation  to  the  truth.  Tlio 
highest  average  yield  was  from  the  Arizona  ores,  amounting  to  $7  01 
gold,  886  24  silver,  and  $93  25  totfil  per  ton.  Of  the  localities  produc- 
ing any  considerable  amount  of  bullion  Dakota,  with  an  average  of 
$6  33  gold,  $0  14  silver,  and  $6  47  total  per  ton,  appears  as  the  region 
where  low-grade  gold  ores  are  worked  to  the  best  advantage,  the  per- 
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Uniied  State$  for  the  year  ending  May  31, 1880.

The  relative  quota  contributed  by  each  of  the  three  great  arbitrary 
divisions  into  which  the  country  was  apportioned  in  collecting  the  sta- 
tistics is  indicated  in  tlie  accompanying  abstract,  from  whicli  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  Pacific  division  furnishes  75.08  per  cent,  of  the  gold,  51.4«'i 
per  cent,  of  the  silver,  and  02.30  per  cent,  of  the  total.  The  division  of 
the  llocky  mountains  yields  23.00  per  cent,  of  the  gold,  48.45  ])er  cent, 
of  the  silver,  and  37.31  per  cent,  of  the  total.

The  leading  mining  states  are  Colorado,  California,  and  Hevada, 
followed  by  the  territories  of  Utah,  Montana,  Dakota,  Arizona,  and 
Idaho,  in  the  order  named.  The  proportionate  amounts  of  gold  and 
of  silver  famished  by  each  vary  greatly.  Thus,  while  Colorado  pro- 
duces 40  per  cent,  of  all  the  silver  in  the  United  States,  she  yields  but 
8  per  cent  of  the  gold.  California,  on  the  other  hand,  the  source  of 
over  half  of  the  gold,  yields  less  than  3  per  cent,  of  the  silver.  A 
similar  divergence  is  observed  in  other  portions  of  the  mining  region, 
the  two  precious  metals  occurring  side  by  side,  but  often  in  widely 
disproportionate  quantities.

The  fftudy  of  the  relation  of  production  to  popalation  d«¥eloi>B 
curious  figures,  ranging  from  an  average  of  one  mill  per  capita  in 
Alabama  to  $278  14  per  capita  in  Nevada,  the  intervening  series 
indicating  with  great  precision  to  what  extent  mining  is  a  factor  of 
wealth  in  the  several  localities.

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In  addition  to  the  retoms  received  directly  ih>m  the  mines  there  are 
several  minor  x>oints  to  be  included  in  the  total  yield.  A  larger  item 
than  it  is  usually  considered  to  he  is  the  annual  hoarding  of  rich  speci- 
mens. This  is  not  accounted  for  in  the  mine  i)roduction  as  reported. 
While  it  is  impossible  to  state  the  actual  amount  thus  absorbed  with 
any  degree  of  precision,  a  careful  estimate  would  place  the  value  of  the 
gold  nuggets  and  ore  annually  added  to  the  cabinets  of  collectors  at  not 
less  than  $150,000,  and  that  of  the  silver  ore  at  about  $50,000.  This,  in 
view  of  the  great  number  of  mineral  collections  maintained  thronghont 
the  mining  territory,  is  certainly  not  an  overestimate.  There  is  also 
quite  an  extensive  manufkcture  of  gold  quartz  into  jewelry  and  souve- 
nirs, particularly  in  San  Francisco.  The  value  so  absorbed  probably 
does  not  fall  short  of  $50,000  annually.  In  1870  the  United  States  min- 
ing commissioner  estimated  the  amount  of  gold  hoarded  as  specimens 
or  worked  up  by  local  jewelers  at  $400,000.  The  same  authority  at  that 
period  estimated  the  annual  loss  of  gold  dust  in  handling  as  currency 
at  $100,000;  but  as  the  practice  of  using  dust  for  money  has  almost  dis- 
appeared, the  amount  so  lost  is  now  very  small.  Another  indefinite  quan- 
tity is  the  value  of  precious  metal  lost  in  melting,  in  assay  grains,  etc.

Tbe  above  table  was  coini>ilcd  with  a  view  to  tlie  coiiiparison  of  tbe 
fvonouic  featnres  of  the  industries  in  ISSO  and  1870,  and  consequently  it 
covers  the  i>ro<luction  of  the  regular  miuiDg  establifibnients  only,  ex- 
cladtng  the  "famierB*  mineB".  From  these  last,  5,368  returns  were 
received,  uggregatiug  909,877  tous  of  iron  ore  and  916,569  tons  of  bitu- 
minous coul. 

The  RtatistiCB  of  the  copper-mining  industry,  as  given  in  the  table, 
are  restricted  to  the  pro*luction  of  the  country  east  of  the  100th  merid- 
ian. The  copper  miuing  iu  Arizona,  California,  etc.,  rcsulte  not  in  the 
production  of  copper  alone,  but  in  that  of  "copper  matte",  a  mixture 
of  oopi>erandotbi-r  mctalx,  which  is  sold  iu  the  East  to  be  refined.  The 
copper  ore  east  of  the  100th  meridian  is,  however,  ^'aluable  for  the  copper 
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alone,  Trith  few  exceptions.  The  amoant  of  copper  produced  fh)iii  boQi 
Bources,  aa  taken  from  the  statistics  of  smelting  establishmeotB,  is 
54,172,017  pounds  metallic  copper,  of  which  9,041,884  pounds  were  re- 
fined in  eastern  works  and  45,130,1S3  ponnds  smelted  in  western  works 
(all  lake  Superior). 

The  statistics  of  lead  and  zinc,  which  are  given  together,  tov  the 
reason  that  in  the  northwestern  districts — Illinois,  Iowa,  and  Wiscon- 
sin— they  are  generally  produced  from  the  same  mine,  cover  all  the 
mining  returns  where  either  of  these  metals  was  the  main  prodact 
The  mining  returns  of  the  northwestern  districts,  where  it  was  oat  of  the 
question  to  gather  the  full  statistics  from  the  miners  themselves,  fiir 
various  reasons,  especially  on  account  of  the  irregular  and  constantly 
shifting  character  of  the  local  industry,  have  been  increased  to  mdn 
them  correspond  to  the  amounts  of  leail  and  zinc  ore  which  the  smelten^ 
returns  showed  were  produced  there  during  the  census  year.  The 
total  annual  yield  of  these  metals,  taken  from  the  statistics  of  the  sinelt- 
ing  establishments,  is  as  follows :

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In  the  two  i>rece(liijg  tables  the  values  of  1870  are,  of  course,  reckoned 
in  the  curreucy  of  the  jteriod.  As  remarked  before,  the  industries  con- 
sidered are  the  mining  industries  proper,  which  are  limited  to  the  work 
of  extracting  the  mineral  from  the  ground  and  such  preparation  or 
dressing  on  the  spot  as  in  necessary  to  fit  it  for  tranKportatiou.  When 
an  industry  is  com[M)nnd,  embracing  both  mining  and  manufiicturiug, 
as,  for  instance,  when  a  funmce  company  mines  ore  and  reduc«^  it  to 
the  state  of  pig  iron,  that  part  of  the  return  which  relates  to  manufufi- 
tnring  has  been  carefully  eliminated. 

The  "irr«gnlarpvoduction''by  persona  whose  chief  business  was  not 
mining  does  not  enter  into  the  totals  in  Table  LXIV,  and  was  probably 
not  included  in  the  I'eturns  of  1870,  at  least  in  the  case  of  the  bitaminous 
coal  iudastry,  since  it  is  made  np  of  very  small  individual  contributions. 

For  the  purposes  of  comparison,  the  irregiihu-  product  ot  iron  ore  in 
1880  is  also  excluded  from  Table  LXV. 

In  the  volume  on  Industrial  Statistics,  census  of  1870,  the  Superin- 
t«ndent  remarks  that  the  iron  ore  raised  that  year  was  understated  by 
au  amount  corresponding  closely  to  the  "iritgular  pi-odnct". 

The  copi>er,  lend,  and  zinc  statistics,  as  compiled  from  tlie  cen.^ns  of 
18(0,  correspond  very  closely  in  extent  and  scope  to  the  statistics  of 
those  industries  as  given  iu  Table  LXIV  for  18SH. 
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Therefore  Tables  LXY  and  LXYI  present,  as  nearly  as  possible,  a  cor- 
rect general  view  of  the  advance  in  the  mining  industries  during  the 
past  decade. 

The  amounts  of  copper  ore  and  rock  mined  were  not  specified  in  the 
census  of  1870,  but  only  the  value  of  the  product.  For  the  purpose  of 
comparison,  the  weight  of  the  ore  and  rock  has  been  obtained  fix)m  inde- 
pendent sources.  It  will  be  observed  that  this  is  the  only  mineral 
product  which  has  increased  in  value  per  unit  since  1870.  This  is 
owing  to  the  increase  in  the  percentage  of  metal  contained  in  the  rock 
raised  in  the  Lake  Superior  region,  the  leading  mine  being  exceptionally 
fortunate  in  this  resi^>ect. 

The  weight  of  lead  and  zinc  ore  was  not  specified  in  the  census  of 
1870,  and  no  sufficient  data  have  been  obtained  to  estimate  it.  It  is 
therefore  necessarily  omitted  in  the  comparison  tables. 

No  computations  have  been  made  in  the  returns  of  the  minor  min- 
erals, as  they  embrace  so  many  materials  of  different  natures.  The 
minor  mineral  production  is,  however,  included  in  the  total^  though  not 
large  enough  to  affect  the  percentages.

PETROLEUM  PRODXJOTION. 


The  actual  production  of  petroleum  in  the  United  States  cannot  be 
accurately  given  for  any  definite  period  of  timCi  but  an  approximate 
estimate  has  been  made  up  from  all  available  sources  of  information, 
which  is  b^eved  to  be  practically  correct. 

The  receipts  of  the  incorporated  pipe-lines  have  been  reported  in  ac- 
cordajice  with  the  requirements  of  a  law  of  the  state  of  Pennsyl  vania^.  and 
estimates  of  the  oil  handled  by  private  lines  and  ''dump  oil"  have  oeen 
received  irom  well-informed  and  reliable  parties.  The  estimation  of  the 
amount  of  oil  held  in  tanks  at  wells,  while  presenting  many  difficulties, 
has  been  made  with  great  care  and  based  on  actual  returns  of  stocks 
from  a  large  proportion  of  the  wells.  The  amount  estimated  as  run  to 
waste  is  based  on  actual  returns,  and  the  amount  burned  from  current 
reports  at  the  time  the  fires  occurred.  From  these  several  sources  of 
information  the  production  of  oil  out  of  the  ground  during  the  census 
year  is  estimated  as  follows:

For  some  time  antecedent  to  the  census  year,  and  during  that  year, 
the  production  of  i>etroleum,  and  especially  of  third  sand  oil,  had  been 
ill  excess  of  any  demand  for  it  on  the  market^  and  consequently  there 
had  been  a  gradual  accumulation  of  stocks  m  excess  of  the  amount 
requir^  in  handling  the  oil.  This  accumulation  did  not  take  place 
proiK>rtional]y  in  all  the  districts  producing  petroleum,  but  was  confined 
mainly  to  the  Bradford  district  of  northwestern  Pennsylvania.  In  the 
Grafton  and  Mecca  districts  of  Ohio  and  in  the  Glasgow  (Kentucky) 
district  the  stock  of  oil  in  tanks  at  wells  would  not  at  any  time  exceed  150 
barrels.

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REMARKS. 


The  tables  wbicb  exhibit  the  telephone  system  of  the  TJuited  States 
(w  it  existed  in  the  census  year)  contain  148  companies  and  private 
concerns,  which  aggregate  34,305  miles  of  wire,  54,319  receiving  tele- 
phones, and  3,338  employ^. 

Of  this  aggregate  number  of  companies  74  make  a  complete  set  of 
reports,  as  required  by  the  Census  Bureau,  including  assets,  receipts,  or 
financial  exhibit,  and  equipment  and  service  account  and  employes. 

The  74  companies,  &c.,  reporting  assets  have  26,764  miles  of  wire  and 
2,630  employ^,  while  the  74  companies  which  omitted  to  give  tlieir  assets 
have  only  7,541  miles  of  wire  and  708  employes. 

There  are  132  companies,  with  32,734  miles  of  wire  and  3,104  employes, 
which  report  receipts  from  messages  sent,  &c.,  leaving  16  companies, 
&e^  with  1,571  miles  of  wire  and  234  employ^,  which  omitted  to  report 
receipts  or  finances.  All  the  companies,  &c.,  which  made  reports, 
namely  148,  show  equipment  and  service  account,  and  nearly  all  report 
employes,  the  few  exceptions  being  those  which  attend  to  their  telephone 
machinery  and  wire  in  person  and  do  not  hire  attendants. 

Besides  those  148  companies,  &c,  which  made  reports  some  com- 
panies and  parties  known  to  own  telephone  machinery  and  wire  had 
been  requested  to  send  in  statements  of  their  business,  &c.,  but  none 
conid  be  obtained,  as  those  companies  had  either  not  fully  organized  or 
commenced  operations;  therefore  the  aggregates,  as  exhibited  in  general 
financial  exhibit,  balance  sheet,  and  service  account,  can  only  be  taken 
as  an  approximation  to  the  telephone  business  in  the  United  States  in 

1880. 

At  the  time  when  these  statistics  of  the  telephone  business  were  col- 
lected some  concerns  were  just  in  process  of  organization  and  had  as 
yet,  although  chartered,  not  opened  business  and  regular  accounts,  and 
th^^ore  no  satisfactory  data  could  be  obtained  from  such. 

The  tables  following,  therefore,  only  exhibit  such  companies  and 
concerns  as  inado  reports  of  either  their  capital  investwl  (assets)  or 
general  business. 

Tlie  collections  iiiiulc  have  been  with  a  view  to  exhibit  tlie  telephone 
business  in  1880  as  completely  as  <'.ircnmstance8  allowed,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  a  basis  for  the  futui-e  taking  of  such  statistics.

sons  returned  as  having  gainful  avocations  was  17,^592,090,  being 
iS  j)er  cent,  of  the  entire  population  of  1880  and  47.31  per  cent,  of 

lK)]nilati()n  10  years  of  age  and  upward. 

n  1870  the  total  number  of  persons  borne  on  the  lists  of  occupations 
s  12,505,923,  being  32.43  per  cent,  of  the  population  of  that  date  and 
)  per  cent,  of  the  population  10  years  of  age  and  upward, 
t  thus  appears  that  the  tables  of  occupations  in  the  present  volume 
brace  a  larger  share  of  the  total  population  than  those  contained  in 

publications  of  the  last  census. 

'he  number  of  persons  10  years  of  age  and  upward  was  in  1870 
228,945 ;  in  1880, 36,761,607 ;  an  increase  of  30.23  per  cent.  Applying 
5  i-atio  of  increase  to  the  reported  occupations  of  1870,  and  by  turns 
he  number  in  each  of  the  four  great  classes,  we  should  have  results  as 
ows,  against  which  we  have  set  the  actual  numbers  returned  in  1880: 
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42,341 
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We  see  thns  that  if  we  compare  the  number  of  occupations  tetnmed 
in  1870,  increased  by  the  rate  of  increase  which  took  place  daring 
the  decade  in  the  popalation  over  10  years  of  age,  with  the  number  of 
occupations  actually  returned  in  1880,  we  find  a  deficiency  in  the  agri- 
cultural class  to  the  extent  of  42,341;  an  excess  in  the  claiss  rendering 
professional  and  personal  services  of  577,832,  in  that  engaged  in  trade 
and  transportation  of  258,907,  and  in  that  engaged  in  manufactures  or 
mechanical  and  mining  industries  of  311,238,  making  a  net  excess  in 
all  classes  of  occupations  of  1,105,630. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  deficiency  in  the  agricultural  class 
and  the  marked  increase  in  the  class  rendering  professional  and  personal 
services  is  due,  in  some  measure,  to  the  reporting  of  persons  as  ^'labor- 
ers'simply  who  should  have  been  returned  as  "agricultural  laborers". 
In  some  parts  of  the  country,  where  agriculture  is  in  a  high  degree  pre- 
dominant, there  is  doubtless  a  certain  tendency  to  drop  the  qualifying 
adjective  and  speak  of  "  laborers''  simply.  Wherever  it  has  been  within 
the  power  of  the  Census  OflBce  to  apply  a  correction  to  this  error  it  has 
been  done,  yet  there  probably  remains  a  certain  amount  of  fallacious 
classification  resulting  from  the  failure  of  enumerators  duly  to  charac- 
terize this  class  of  persons. 

It  is  also  probable  that  the  class  of  "laborers"  embraces  considerable 
numbers  of  persons  who  are  employed  in  connection  with  manufacturing 
establishments  with  sufficient  regularity  to  justify  their  inclusion  in  the 
manufacturing  class,  were  the  facts  known. 

If  we  ask  how  the  relative  excess  of  occupations  in  1880  over  1870 is 
distributed  according  to  sex,  we  shall  find  that  of  the  total  excess,  viz, 
1,105.036,  as  stated,  nearly  one-quarter  is  of  females,  the  number  of 
females  reported  as  pursuing  gainful  occupations  having  increased  fix>m 
1870  to  1880  in  a  higher  ratio  than  the  number  of  males.    Thus —

Of  this  excess  about  two-thirds  appears  in  the  last  of  the  four  classes 
indicated,  showiug  the  effect  upon  the  employment  of  women  produced 
by  the  extension  of  the  factory  system. 

If  we  inquire  how  the  same  excess  is  distributed  according  to  a^e,  we 
shall  find  that  a  disproportionate  share  falls  in  the  class  between  10  and 
15  years  of  age,  showiug  a  further  effect  of  the  extension  of  the  factory 
system  in  the  increased  employment  of  young  children.    Thus —

Although  the  tables  of  0(Tii]>ntions,  ns  wo  liavo  seiMi,  ombrdce  a 
larger  shareof  the  ])opnlatioii  than  in  ISTO,  they  still  omit,  as  was  to  be 
expected,  more  than  half  the  population  ot  10  years  of  age  and  upward. 
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The  following  table  makes  comparison  between  the  number  of  in- 
haUtants  of  either  sex  in  each  of  the  periods  of  life,  taken  for  the  pur- 
ppses  of  tiiese  tables,  and  the  corresponding  number  of  persons  returned 
Si  pursuing  gainfid  occupations:

It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  males  10  years  and  upward 
unaccounted  for  in  these  tables  is  3,991^038 ;  of  females,  15,378,470. 

The  number  of  persons  of  the  two  sexes  between  10  and  16  years  thus 
unaccounted  for,  viz,  2,550,927  males  and  2,980,200  females,  is  sub- 
stantially equal  to  the  number  of  children  attending  school  who  do  not, 
through  any  considerable  portion  of  the  year,  pursue  any  gainful  avoca- 
tion. There  is,  of  course,  a  residue  consisting  of  invalid  children,  of 
vagrants,  of  inmates  of  institutions  of  charity  or  correction,  etc. 

Between  16  and  59  the  number  of  males  unaccounted  for  is  921,333. 
This  number  is  made  up  chiefly  of  the  followiDg  classes :  First,  those 
students  who  are  pursuing  courses  of  instruction  beyond  the  age  of  16 ; 
secondly,  those  who  are  afflicted  by  i>ermanent  bodily  or  mental  infirmi- 
ties, disqualifying  them  from  participating  in  the  industry  of  thecountry ; 
third,  the  members  of  the  criminal  and  paui>er  classes.  The  number  of 
men  of  this  period  of  life,  not  disabled,  who  are  not  returned  as  of  some 
occupation  by  reason  of  inherite<l  wealth  or  of  ha^ing  retired  from 
business  is  hardly  important  enough  in  this  country  to  be  mentioned. 
The  number  of  females  between  16  and  59  not  accounted  for  in  these 
tables  is  naturally  vastly  larger,  and  amounts  to  11,093,887.  That  body 
is  made  up  of  the  three  classes  just  mentioned  when  speaking  of  the  males 
of  this  period  of  life,  and  of  the  far  greater  classes  of  women — ^wives, 
mothers,  or  grown  daughters,  keeping  house  for  their  families  or  living 
at  home  without  any  special  avocation. 

The  explanation  of  the  number  of  jMjrsons  60  years  of  age  and  upward 
returned  without  occupation  is  so  manifest  as  not  to  require  to  be  even 
alluded  to.    Of  these  there  are :  of  males,  518,778 ;  of  females,  1,304,383. 

These  tables  embrace  only  gainful  and  reputable  occupations.  They 
do  not  seek  to  account  for  those  persons,  in  whatever  sphere  of  life, 
who  have  no  recognized  avocation  for  which  they  receive  compensation 
in  the  shape  of  wages,  salary,  or  profits,  or  derive  products  of  a  mer- 
chantable character.  All  persons,  moreover,  whose  means  of  livelihood 
are  criminal,  or,  in  the  general  judgment  of  mankind,  shameful,  are 
excluded.

Several  tliiii«^s  are  well  wortliy  of  note  in  the  foregoiii*^  table: 
FirHt.  That  in  CHMtain  states  and  territories  the  ratio  of  inei-eane  in 
populHtion  is  p^reater,  in  some  eases  inucli  j^reater,  than  the  mtio  of 
iiicrejise  in  ji^a infill  occupations  reported.  This  is  due  to  the  ftict  that 
these  communities  are  losing  something  of  the  frontier  character  and 
taking  on  more  of  the  social  and  domestic  charact4ir  of  older  communities. 
Thus  we  have  Arizona  gaining  319  per  cent,  in  ]>opulation  and  ouly  201) 
per  cent,  in  reported  occupations;  Idalio,  117  against  43;  Kansiis. 
173  against  KM):  Montana,  1)0  against  58;  Nebraska,  208  against  218: 
Nevada,  47  against  20  j  Washington,  214  against  200  j  Wyoming,  128 
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against  34.  In  a  word,  these  figures  indicate  the  growth  of  homes  with 
women  and  duldren,  in  the  place  of  the  lumbering  camp  or  the  ranch| 
oocniried  by  men  only,  all  of  whom  were  workers. 

Second.  In  another  gronp  of  states  and  territorieSi  where  we  mnst 
inippoee  that  the  same  force  which  has  im)daced  the  above  noted  effects 
is  in  operation,  the  rapid  incoming  of  immigrants  daring  the  decade, 
predominately  males  of  adnlt  years,  has  overpowered  this  force  and  cansed 
an  increase  in  the  proportion  of  bread-winners  greater  than  the  increase 
in  population.  Such  are  Arkansas,  Colorado,  Dakota,  Iowa,  Minnesotai 
'Sew  Mexico,  Oregon,  Texas,  and  Utah. 

Third.  Throughout  the  country  generally  we  have  an  increase  of 
occupations  reported  greater  than  the  increase  of  population.  In  part 
this  is  probably  due  to  the  closer  enumeration  conducted  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  March  3, 1879,  which,  by  making  the  districts 
smaller,  secured  in  a  much  higher  degree  than  had  previously  becoi 
attained  that  house-to-house  canvass  wMch  is  essential  to  a  correct  cen- 
sus, especially  as  regards  the  details  of  enumeration. 

In  a  still  higher  degree  probably  the  increase  of  reported  occupations 
is  due  to  the  growth  of  the  factory  system,  to  the  minuter  organization 
of  industry,  and  to  the  resulting  differentiation  of  occupations,  allowing 
women  and  children  to  find  places  where  they  can  be  useful  and  earn  a 
livelihood,  both  in  trade  and  in  manufactures,  more  readily  than  was 
the  ease  ten  years  ago. 

We  group  as  follows  the  states  and  teiTitories  in  their  inverse  rank, 
according  to  the  i)roportion  of  the  total  population  found  in  gainful 
occupations :

We  note  liore,  tirst,  that  in  the  pneat  prosperons  jn^iin-raisin;^  states 
there  is  a  tendency  to  keep  down  the  proportion  of  bread-Avinners  (see 
the  stiite^  having  less  tlian  33  yer  cent.) ;  second,  that  tlie  tendency  in  the 
cotton-raising  states  is  to  a  liigher  percentage  of  bread-winners,  women 
and  children  going  more  largely  into  the  fields;  third,  that  the  nianu- 
facturiiig  states  have  also  a  high  percentage,  owiug  to  the  cnii)loynient  of 
these  classes  in  shops  and  factories ;  and  fourth,  that  the  bread-winners 
i-each  their  largest  proportion  in  the  mining  and  grazing  states  and 
territories,  owing  lK>th  to  the  character  of  the  industries  there  pursued 
and  also  to  the  small  number,  relatively,  of  women  and  children  in  those 
regions.

ftal  occupations,  either  to  diminish  or  to  increase  it,  according  to 
imstanoeH.  Thus,  going  to  a  far  western  city  like  Kiinsas  Oity, 
neapolis,  or  Denver,  we  shall  And  the  population  composed  more 
ely  of  males  than  of  females,  and  containing  a  larger  proportion  of 
ts  of  the  working  age  than  is  found  in  a  normal  population.  This 
ae  to  the  fact  that  great  numbers  of  the  inhabitants  of  nny  one 
lese  cities  have  recently  gone  thither  to  seek  their  fortunes,  leaving 
women,  the  children,  and  the  aged  behind  in  the  older  communities 
I  which  they  csime.  Here  a  high  i>ercentage  of  actual  bread-winners 
ktnrally  expected.  On  the  other  hand,  turning  to  Lowell,  Lawrence, 
Fall  Biver,  where  females  and  children  are  largely  in  excess,  we- 
an even  higher  percentage  of  bread-winners.  This  seems  like  a 
radiction.

In  soBie 
cities  the  imblic  schools  are  much  more  highly  organized,  more  attract- 
ive, and  are  KU])])orted  by  a  stronger  public  sentiment  thau  in  others. 
In  the  former  class  of  cases  we  should  look  to  see  the  inflaence  of  the 
scliools  acting  in  diminution  of  the  number  of  young  persons  of  jeither 
sex  engaged  in  gainful  occupations. 

BEMABES  UPON  THE  LIST  OF  OGOUPATIONS  AND  UPON  THE  NUXBEBS 

BETUBNED  UNDEB  THE  SEVEBAL  TITLES. 

The  CLASSIFICATION  ADOPTED. — On  this  point  we  quote  the  lan- 
guage of  the  reports  of  the  census  of  1870 : 

The  plan  pursued  in  the  compilation  of  these  tables  has  been  to 
refer  every  specihcation  of  occupation  to  some  grand  division  of  indus- 
try ;  and  within  each  of  such  grand  divisions  to  constitute  as  many 
distinct  subdivisions  as  the  nature  of  the  material  furnished  by  the 
enumerators  would  allow  to  be  formed  with  a  reasonable  approach  to 
completeness,  subject,  however,  to  certain  conditions  which  will  be  pre- 
sented in  the  further  course  of  these  remarks. 

The  Superintendent  is  familiar  with  the  reasons  which  have  induced 
many  European  statisticians  to  abandon  the  grouping  of  occupations 
according  to  such  assumed  grand  divisions  of  industry  as  agriculture, 
manufactures,  trade,  etc.,  and  to  resort  instead  to  a  system  of  expressing 
the  employments  of  the  people  through  a  large  number  of  minute  and  pre- 
cise specifications,  susceptible  of  being  combined  and  recombined  succes- 
sively, according  to  diifereut  ideas  or  theories  of  classification ;  but  be 
is  convinced  that  the  conditions  and  limitations  of  industrial  statistics, 
at  least  within  the  United  States,  will  not  allow  of  such  nicety  in  the 
treatment  of  material,  and,  moreover^  that  the  highest  purposes  and  the 
largest  uses  of  such  statistics  require  something  closely  approaching 
the  plan  of  treatment  adopted  in  the  following  tables. 

It  is  perliaps  not  necessary  to  pursue  the  subject,  but  it  may  be 
interesting  to  note  two  things  in  this  connection. 

First.  That  the  subdivision  of  labor  and  the  organization  of  industry' 
in  the  United  States  really  correspond  rather  to  the  classification  of 
occupations  adopted  in  theso  tables  tlum  to  the  nicer  distinctions  of  the 
foreign  statisticians.  Indeed,  instead  of  throwing  away  valuable  dis- 
criminations, tlie  ditficulty  is  so  to  treat  the  returns  as  reasonably  to 
fill  the  classes  here  given.  Whoever  will  consider  the  almost  utter  want 
of  apprenticeship  in  tliis  country,  the  facility  with  which  pursuits  are 
taken  u])  and  abandoned,  and  the  variety,  and,  indeed,  seeming  incon- 
gruity of  the  numerous  industrial  oflices  that  are  frequently  united  in 
one  ])erson,  will  appreciate  tlie  force  of  this  argument.  For  example, 
the  distinctions  in  the  i)rofession  of  the  law,  Avhicrh  are  known  and  recog- 
nizcMl  di^cisively  in  England  and  on  the  continent,  are  not  maintained  in 
this  country  except  in  a  few  great  cities,  and  there  only  in  exceptional 
cases.  The  same  person  with  us  is  law-scrivener,  collector  of  debts, 
prosecutor  of  claims,  counselor,  attorney,  i)ossibly,  also,  judge.  Again, 
the  organization  of  domestic  service  in  tlie  United  States  is  so  crude 
that  no  distinction  whatever  can  be  successfully  maintained.  A  census 
of  occupations,  in  which  the  attempt  should  be  made  to  reach  anything: 
like  European  comydcteness  in  this  mattei',  would  result  in  the  ivlurn 
of  tens  of  thousands  of  "housekeepers"  and  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
"cooks"  who  were  simply  "maids  of  all  work",  being  the  single  ser- 
vants of  the  families  in  which  they  were  employed.  Again,  the  British 
distinction  between  the  merchant  and  the  shopkeeper  is  impossible  in 
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tfaiB  oonntry.  K  anything  whatever  could  be  predicated  of  the  two 
classes  in  this  respec^  it  would  be  that  the  smaller  dealers  cling  more 
pertinaciously  to  the  larger  title.  Still,  again,  the  British  ^^  farmer"  is 
wholly  unknown  with  us.  The  American  fiarmer  is,  at  least  in  the  yast 
proportion  of  instances,  the  owner  of  the  land  he  cultivates. 

JSecon4.  It  is  not  deemed  practicable  in  the  United  States  that  the 
average  enumerator  shall,  in  the  course  of  a  canvass  necessarily  hur- 
ried, Ell  a  very  large  number  of  subdivisions  with  appropriate  entries 
without  much  loss  and  confusion.  Of  course  accuracy  of  definition  is 
of  no  value  if  the  cotitent  be  inacleqnate.  It  may  even  be  doubted 
whether  the  enumerators  of  iuiy  country  are  capable  of  carrying  out 
thoroughly  any  body  of  instructions  respecting  the  retuois  of  occupa- 
tions which  require  more  than  the  plain  and  simple  characterization  of 
each  main  employment  in  the  common  x>hrase  of  the  working  people 
themselves. 

The  employments  rci>orted  in  the  census  have  been,  for  the  purposes 
of  this  publication,  brought  under  four  general  titles,  viz.  Agriculture, 
Manufactures  and  Mining,  Trade  and  Transportation,  Personal  and 
Professional  Services,  the  latter  having  somewhat  of  a  residual  relation 
to  the  others,  and  yet  in  the  main  a  substantial  character,  and  with 
limits  not  hard  to  define. 

The  reason  for  making  a  common  title  for  Trade  and  Transportation 
must  be  sufficiently  evident  without  explanation. 

Mining,  which  stands  in  idea  between  agriculture  and  manufactures, 
in  that,  like  agriculture,  it  obtains  the  raw  material  of  subsequent  in- 
dustrial processes,  while,  like  manufactures,  its  agencies  and  forces  are 
chiefly  mechanical,  not  chemical,  has,  for  convenience  mainly,  been 
assigned  to  the  group  of  Manufactures. 

A  still  stronger  consideration  of  convenience,  though  with  somewhat 
less  clear  considerations  of  i^ropriety,  induced  the  Superintendent  to 
pUice  the  fishing  industry  in  the  category  of  I^Ianufuctures.  The  num- 
ber of  persons  engaged  in  the  fisheries  will  always  and  inevitably  be 
below  the  fact,  for  tbo  reasons,  firsts  that  this  industry  is  usually  pur- 
sued for  a  season  only,  while,  for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  the  fisher- 
man follows  some  other  gainful  avocation,  under  which  he  will  prefexably 
be  reported;  second,  that  no  inconsiderable  proportion  of  the  persons 
actually  engaged  on  the  water  in  this  pursuit  at  the  time  of  the  enu- 
meration, having  no  families  to  report  them,  are  ei\tirely  omitted  from 
the  census  under  the  Amerufan  system;  third,  that  where  fisheries  are 
carried  on  in  vessels  larger  than  the  ordinary  row  or  sail  boat  the  hands 
employed  are  generally  known,  not  as  fishermen,  but  as  sailors.  The 
last  statement  holds  true  of  the  vast  majority  of  all  persons  who  are 
engaged  in  the  whale,  cod,  and  mackerel  fisheries.  It  is  tnie  that, 
accoi^ing  to  the  theory  of  a  census  of  occupations  taken  in  the  interest 
of  industrial  science  mainly,  vessels  so  employed  should,  with  all  their 
hands,  be  excluded  from  the  class  of  trausi>ortation  and  be  returned  as 
engaged  in  the  fisheries;  but  this  distinction  is  one  which  it  appears 
hopeless  to  make.  We  are  compelled,  therefore,  to  accept  the  I'esult 
that  the  great  majority  of  persons  engaged  in  the  fisheries  are  returned 
as  sailors  merely.  The  residue  are  not  worth  constituting  into  a  sepa- 
rate grand  division  of  industiy,  and  have,  tluTcfore,  been  carried  into 
the  manufacturing  class. 

The  coitPLETENESS  OF  TiiESK  TABLES. — Comparison  of  the  numbers 
reported  in  the  tables  of  Occupations  with  the  numbers  found  under 
corresponding  titles  in  the  tables  of  Manufactures,  will  discover  dis- 
crepancies of  very  important  extent  which  require  to  be  here  accounted 
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for,  not  only  in  jastification  of  these  tables,  bat  for  the  additionid  light 
which  sach  an  inyestigation  throws  apon  tiie  indnsMal  capacity  of  the 
country. 

Not  only  do  important  discrepancies  exist,  bnt  they  are  found  to  be 
of  two  kinds,  of  diametrically  opposite  direction.  In  one  class  of  oases 
the  numbers  reported  in  the  tables  of  Oocnpations  appear  to  be  too 
large;  in  the  other,  too  small. 

First,  however,  it  needs  to  be  stated  jnst  what  constitutes  a  disei!^ 
ancy.  A  failure  in  the  numbers  reported  in  the  one  place  and  in  the 
other  to  balance  exactly  is  not  a  discrepancy;  on  the  contrary,  this  is 
to  be  expected;  and  if  the  numbers  are  found  to  be  in  excess  in  the 
proper  set  of  tables,  and  to  be  in  excess  to  only  the  proper  extent,  this 
Ibmishes  statistical  proof  of  a  high  character.  The  tables  in  which 
the  numbers  should  thus  be  generally  found  in  excess  are  the  Occopa- 
tion  tables.  The  reason  for  the  excess  being  found  in  these  tables  md 
not  in  the  others  is,  that  the  schedule  of  manufactures  gives  an  average 
return  of  the  number  of  ^^  hands  employed^,  while  the  statistics  of  occo- 
pations  are  tak^n  f^m  a  count '*of  individuals  upon  the  popu)atiou 
schedule,  and  present,  therefore,  a  maximum  return,  embracing,  as  Uiey 
do,  artisans  of  every  class  out  of  employment,  temporarily  disabled,  or 
for  some  other  reason  not  includ^  iii  the  actual  return  of  any  estab- 
lishment. 

The  degree  to  which  such  excess  should  extend  will  depend,  withiu 
certain  limits,  upon  the  nature  of  the  special  occupation,  as  well  as  upon 
the  general  condition  of  mauufactunng  industry  throughout  the  countiy 
at  the  time.  * 

FirgL  Those  cases  where  the  numbers  in  the  tables  of  Occupations 
do  not  exceed  those  in  the  tables  of  Manufactures,  but. even  fall  below 
them.  Instances  of  this  kind  are  principally  confined  to  the  returns  of 
factory  operatives. 

A  portion  of  these  omissions,  undoubtedly,  may  be  accounted  for  by 
the  large  number  returned  under  the  head  of  "Mill  and  factory  opera- 
tives not  specified^,  as  well  as  by  the  number  of  "Emi>loy6s  of  manu- 
facturing establishments  not  specified'';  but,  in  the  main,  the  explana- 
tion of  the  discrepancies  is  found  in  the  fact  that  women  and  children 
employed  in  factories  are  omitted  in  large  numbers. 

Thus,  omissions  may  take  place  either  through  the  failure  of  the 
enumerators  to  ask  the  questions  relating  to  occupation  concerning  sudi 
persons,  assuming  that  they  have  no  avocation  outside  their  homes,  or 
from  the  indisposition  of  the  persons  themselves  or  the  heads  of  the 
families  to  speak  of  them  as  in  employment.  Especially  in  the  case  of 
children,  who  are  part  of  the  time  in  school  and  part  of  the  time  in  the 
mill,  would  the  mother  or  father  b(5  likely  to  give  a  preference  to  the 
former  over  the  latter  mode  of  statement,  particularly  when,  as  in  tens 
of  thousands  of  cases  the  countrj"  over,  the  child  comes  within  the  period 
of  life  respecting  which  there  is  a  legal  requirement  of  school  attendance. 

When  we  come,  however,  to  occupations  pursued  mainly  by  adults, 
and,  indeed,  almost  exclusively  by  adult  males,  like  the  trades  of  car- 
penter, blacksmith,  mason,  or  printer,  or  the  professions  of  lawyer, 
l)hysician,  or  clergyman,  the  force  of  this  cause  is  no  longer  felt. 

Second,  Those  instances  where  the  numbers  appearing  in  the  tables 
of  Occupations  exceed  those  in  the  tables  of  Manufactures  by  more  than 
the  probable  or  possible  diftereuce  between  a  maximum  and  an  average 
return.  Unlike  the  class  first  noted,  these  discrepancies  affect  mainly 
the  statistics  of  those  occui)atious  which  are  pursued  singly-,  or  by  twos 
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uiiil  tlire<«,  out  of  large  milla  and  fnctories,  and  even,  in  a  considerable 
decree,  ont  of  sbopa.  Discrepancies  of  this  character  in  no  degree  dis- 
credit the  statistics  of  occupations.  They  arise  from  the  fact  that  the 
nituni  of  "productive  industry"  is  not,  as  indeed  it  is  not  exi)ected  to 
Iwi.  a  ^.oniplete  return  of  the  niecliantcal  production  of  the  country. 

The  cennns  att«mpt8  the  etiumeration  of  mechanical  industry  only  as 
it  ia  carried  on  is  shops,  and  thus  fails  to  embrace  that  large  body  of 
indirtdnal  lalwr  which  ia  not  attacheil  to  distinct  "establishmentfi  of 
pn>dncti%'e  indnstry".  Moreover,  the  census  law  establishes  a  minimum 
(uamety,  the  value  of  95<K)  annnally),  below  which  the  pi-oduction  of 
Kbopfi  shall  not  be  le tamed. 

Thus  the  trades  of  blacksmith,  c^i'penter,  mason,  painter,  and,  in  a 
somewhat  smaller  degree,  of  phimbor,  locksmith,  harness-maker,  are 
largely  pursued  by  persons  working  singly  and  not  occupying  for  the 
)>ariioiw  of  their  respective  trades  what  would  be  popularly  recognized 
itH  "an  establisliinent  of  productive  industry",  jierhaiis  having  only  a 
chtwt  of  tools  in  some  room  of  the  house,  and  perhaps  als«i  eiigagediii  their 
t  radeN  for  only  one  season  of  the  year  and  producing  to  less  than  the  value 
uf  J-WO.  The  census  has  never  obtained  a  fnll  report  of  tJie  production  of 
these  trades  so  far  a»  they  are  pursued  out  of  8h0]>s  or  factories. 

Again,  in  making  sncb  comparisons  between  the  tables  of  Occnpa- 
tiona  and  those  of  Slannfaetnres  great  care  must  1h'  taken  to  ascertain 
whether  the  titles  taken  for  tlie  purpose*  really  corresiwnd.  In  some 
i-afles,  where  tlie  apparent  correspondence  is  greatest,  the  cjiiantjties  are, 
in  Rict,  not  commensurable.  An  example  may  be  found  in  the  brick 
and  tile  manufacture.  It  woidd,  at  first,  seem  that  the  "hands  em- 
iJoyed"  should  answer  to  the  "  brick-  and  tile-makers"  in  the  tables  of 
Occupations;  but,  on  the  contrary,  a  considerable  portion  of  the  hands 
employed  in  large  brickyards,  not  infrequently  exceeding  indeed  the 
number  of  crattsmcn,  are  classed  and  known  as  common  liiborem,  and 
are  so  returned  in  the  census. 

In  the  same  way  a  factory  producing  flue  flimiture  may  report  IWt 
hands  employed,  but  of  tliese  only  80  may  be  cabinet-makers  in  tbe 
iisnal,  and  indeed  proper,  sense  of  that  teim,  while  the  others  may  1m> 
aimply  unskilled  laborers,  or  painters,  vamishers,  and  locksmiths,  in 
it  currier's  shop  not  all  the  hands  are  necessarily  cniriers,  in  thQ  crafts- 
man's sense  of  that  term.  All  textile  factories  emjiloy  persons  who  are 
not  "operatives" — yai'd  hands,  watchmen,  millwrights,  or  mechanics, 
und  simple  laborers,  it  may  be,  in  considerable  numbers. 

There  are,in  addition,  certain  industries  respecting  which  i>ecnliar  diffi- 
culties arise,  tVom  the  distinct  nature  of  the  several  avocations  pnrsned 
under  one  roof  in  the  same  establishment.  Thus,  it  might  be  supposed 
that  tlie  niannfactnre  of  "agricultural  implements"  is  sufficiently  dis- 
tinct to  secure  It  reasonably  close  comparison  between  the  number  o( 
"bands  employed"  and  the  numberof  "agricultural  implement  makers" 
Immo  on  the  tables  of  Occupations.  But  this  is  not  so.  A  large  estab- 
Hslimeut  producing  agricultural  implements  is  really  divided  into  a 
iiumbcj  of  shops  or  factories,  where  perfectly  distinct  trades  are  carried 
on.  There  is  the  fonndery,  where  the  ii-ou  parts  of  the  machine  are  cast, 
and  the  men  worldng  herein  will  report  their  occupation  as  that  of 
f'ounderymen.  There  are  carpenters'  shops,  where  the  wooden  parts  are 
miulti  and  shapetl  by  carpenters,  who  call  themselves  by  this  term,  and 
no  other.  There  are  also  machine  shops,  paint  shops,  etc.,  where  the 
artisans  employed  know  themselves  as  machinists  or  mecbauics,  or  as 
painters  and  varnishers.  and  not  as  makers  of  agricultural  implements. 
Aa  a  result  of  the  peculiarities  of  this  briutch  of  industry,  the  "bands 
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employed^  in  the  statistics  of  Manufactures  will  exceed  many  timeB 
over  the  number  of  x)ersous  reporting  themselves  as  ^^agricultural 
implement  makers  ".  An  examination  of  the  schedules  from  t£o8e  towii8 
where  this  industry  is  pursued  will  reveal  the  operation  of  this  cause. 

On  the  other  haTid,  the  very  success  with  which  specific  statements 
of  occupation  are,  in  most  cases,  obtained  serves  to  deplete  some  gen- 
eral title  so  far  that  the  figures,  if  not  interpreted  in  view  of  the  specific 
titles,  would  be  simply  grotesque^  Thus,  the  census  reports  but  7,858 
"mechanics".  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  are  many  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  mechanics  in  the  United  States,  but  all  but  tlie  small  residue 
mentioned  have  been  i*eported  in  connection  with  individual  mechanical 
trades.  The  small  number  of  mechanics,  therefore,  iusteatl  of  showing 
a  failure  of  the  enumeration  in  this  resjiect,  shows  a  rather  striking 
degree  of  success  in  securing  specific  descriptions  of  the  avocations  of 
the  people. 

We  have  already  adverted  to  the  probable  inclusion  of  a  considerable 
number  of  laborers  who  are  mainly  engaged  in  agriculture  among  the 
class  i)erforming  "personal  and  professional  services''  through  the 
failure  of  the  returns  to  indicate  their  avocations  more  precisely.  In 
much  the  same  way  doubtless  no  small  numl>er  of  "messengers", 
"laborers,"  "watchmen,"  and  "clerks",  who  are  really  employed  in 
those  capiieities  in  connection  with  manufacturing  establishments,  have 
been  transferred  to  other  classes  through  the  lack  of  more  precise 
information  regarding  the  field  of  their  work. 

Incomplete  subdivision  of  e]mployments. — In  addition  to  the 
apparent  deficiencies  or  discrepancies  which  have  been  noted,  one  gen- 
eral remark  will  suffice  in  explanation  of  many  of  the  entries  in  the 
tables  in  respect  to  the  accuracy  of  which  question  may  naturally  arise. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  number  of  persons  who  are  reported 
under  a  certain  Ri)ecified  occupation  does  not  necessarily  embrace  all 
the  pei;soiis  who  })erform  the  duties  usually  associated  with  that  title, 
but  only  those  who  discharge  such  duties  to  the  exclusion  of  other 
gainful  occupations,  or,  at  least,  as  their  principal  or  sole  i)rofesse4l 
means  of  sii])poi't. 

The  organization  of  labor  and  the  subdivision  of  industry  vary  in 
respect  to  completeness  and  minuteness  with  each  successive  community. 
As  communities  advance  in  industrial  character  functions  become 
separated  and  distinct  occupations  become  recognized,  and  this  country, 
from  its  peculiar  conditions,  presents  almost  every  degree  between  the 
two  exti*enj(\s  of  industrial  development  in  this  particular.  It  is  common 
to  find  on  the  i(?turns  from  the  present  territories,  and  even  some  of  the 
present  stntes  <»f  the  Union,  such  entries  as  these:  "Carpenter  and 
miner,"  "Jilacksmith  and  car]>enter,"  "Blacksmith  and  miner,"  and  in 
many  of  the  ^'ommunities  of  the  land  it  is  difficult  to  draw  distinctions 
mucli  fin(^r  than  those  between  the  agricultural,  the  mining,  the 
mechanical,  and  the  commercial  i)ursuit  or  i>rofession.  Indeed,  even 
this  is  not  always  practicabh*,  since  it  is  matter  of  notoriety  that  in 
many  of  the  states  of  the  Union,  and  those  not  among  the  newest,  tb«* 
occupations  of  (carpenter  and  farmer,  or  blacksmith  and  farmer,  or 
farmer  and  iisherman,  are  frequently  united  in  one  person.  lu  large 
and  more  jnosperous  communities  a  clear  separation  between  such 
O(»x5upations  takes  i)laco ;  yet  the  cari^enter,  for  instance,  in  nine  our 
of  ten  counties  in  the  United  States,  performs  half  a  dozen  functions 
which  in  cities  are  recognized  as  belonging  to  distinct  trades. 
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The  Bame  general  process  occurs  in  agricultural,  commercial,  and 
professional  employments.  Thus  the  tables  show  112,840  trailers  and 
dealers  whose  branch  of  trade  is  not  specified. 

The  want  of  si)ecifications  here  is  not  due  to  the  neglect  of  enumerators, 
bat  to  the  &ct  that  these  persons  so  characterized  are  actually  selling 
agrieoltoral  implements,  books  and  stationery,  boots  and  shoes,  etc., 
through  pretty  much  the  entire  line  of  articles  sold  by  those  other 
dealers  whose  departments  are  defined  because  the  communities  in 
which  they  dwell  and  deal  are  sufficiently  large  to  allow  of  the 
minute  subdiyision  of  trade. 

If^  therefore,  we  look  at  those  occupations  which  emerge  as  distinct 
employments  only  in  communities  where  the  organization  of  industry 
and  the  subdivision  of  labor  are  carried  to  a  high  degree,  the  number 
of  persons  engaged  will  appear  to  be  impossibly  small  unless  the  above 
considerations  are  borne  carefully  in  mind. 

Anohalous  entries. — Other  seeming  discrepancies,  which  demand 
at  least  an  allusion  here,  occur  where  persons  are  returned  as  of  certain 
special  occupations  in  states  where  it  is  notorious  that  the  industries 
represented  are  not  carried  on ;  or,  again,  where  persons,  not  more  than 
one,  two,  or  five  in  number,  are  returned  in  a  state  under  a  description 
which  implies  a  large  body  of  workmen.  An  adequate  explanation  of 
all  cases  of  this  general  nature  is  found  in  the  consideration  that  the 
census  takes  account  of  persons  where  they  are  actually  residing,  and 
assigns  them  to  their  habitual  occupation,  whether  it  is  being  at  the 
time  pursued  or  not. 

In  the  enumeration  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  persons  out  of  health, 
or  out  of  employment,  traveling,  or  visiting  friends  in  other  states,  it  is 
inevitable  that  such  apparent  anomalies  should  arise. 

K.  B. — Each  employment  si)ecified  in  the  following  tables  must  be 
understood  in  connection  with  the  class  or  grand  division  of  industry 
under  which  it  is  i^laced.  To  many,  and  indeed  most,  of  the  specifica- 
tions of  occupation  this  warning,  in  the  nature  of  tlie  case,  does  not 
apply. 

Others,  however,  will  be  misinterpreted  without  a  reference  to  the 
more  general  title.  Thus,  "clerks  and  copyists''  appear  under  the  head 
"Personal  and  i)rofessional  services''.  These  are  clerks  to  lawyers, 
clerks  to  civil  engineers,  copyists  not  attached  to  commercial  houses  or 
manufieusturing  establishments,  etc.  "Clerks"  also  appear  unddt  the 
head  of  "Manufactures  and  mining",  so  far  as  persons  are  employed 
in  a  purely  clerical  capacity  in  those  branches  of  industry;  while  under 
the  title  of  "Trade  and  transportation"  "clerks"  appear  several  times 
as  "clerks  in  stores",  "clerks  in  banks,"  "clerks  in  i-ailroad  offices," etc. 

In  publishing  these  tables  of  the  occupations  of  the  people  too  great 
credit  cannot  l^  awarded  to  Mr.  Edwin  B.  Smith,  of  Massachusetts,  wbo 
has  from  the  first  had  charge  of  the  compilations  relating  to  ooxjupation, 
and  on  whom  has  rested  tlie  responsibility  of  all  the  details  of  rlassifi 
cation  and  arrangement. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  convey  an  adequate  imi>ressiou  of  tlie  eare 
and  labor  involved  in  this  work.

Since  1850  the  nnmber  of  persons  of  foreign  birth  has  been  ascertained 
at  each  census  of  the  United  States. 

In  1870  the  number  of  persons,  whether  themselves  bom  abroad  ot 
in  the  United  States,  one  or  both  of  whose  parents  were  foieignere,  was 
sought  to  be  ascertained.  The  results  showed  that,  while  there  were  in 
that  year  5,567,229  persons  resident  in  the  United  States  who  were  bom 
in  other  countries,  there  were  10,521,233  residents  who  had  a  foreign 
father,  10,105,627  who  had  a  foreign  mother,  9,734^845  who  had  both 
parents  foreign,  and  10,892,015  who  had  one  or  both  parents  foreign.  It 
will,  of  course,  be  understood  that  the  la«t  four  sums  are  not  to  be 
added  together  for  any  statistical  purpose.  For  example,  the  third 
sum,  9,734,845,  is  repeated  four  times,  constituting  a  part  of  each  of  the 
other  three  sums  given.  The  outside  limit  of  foreign  parentage  is  the 
last  sum,  10,892,015,  which  comprises  all  persons  either  of  whose  parents 
were  of  foreign  birth,  and  this  number,  it  will  be  observed,  includes  all, 
or  very  nearly  all,  the  5,567,229  persons  who  were  themselves  born  in 
other  countries.  If  we  say  all,  then  there  were  5,324,786  persons  resident 
in  the  United  States  in  1870,  and  themselves  born  in  the  United  States, 
who  had  a  foreign  father  and  a  native  mother  or  a  foreign  mother  and 
a  native  father,  or  had  both  parents  foreign. 

The  statistics  of  foreign  parentage  for  1870,  however,  gave  no  clew 
to  the  contribution  made  to  this  total  by  the  several  foreign  countries 
appearing  in  the  tables  of  foreign  birth ;  t.  e.,  there  was  nothing  to  show 
how  many  i)ersons  had  German  Withers  or  German  mothers,  how  many 
Irish  fathers  or  Irish  mothers,  etc. 

In  compiling  the  census  of  1880  a  very  elaborate  tabulation  was 
undertaken,  in  order  to  secure  the  ratios  of  contribution  to  the  popu- 
lation foreign  in  the  second  degree  made  by  each  principal  foreign 
country.  For  this  purpose  the  populations  of  28  states,  7  tenitories, 
and  the  District  of  Columbia  were  tallied  according  to  a  highly  com- 
plicated form  in  order  to  secure  the  ratios  desired.  The  results  appear 
in  the  following  table.  A  proper  analysis  and  discussion  of  these  lig- 
ures  would  demand  a  space  not  consistent  with  the  limits  of  the  present 
publication,  and  the  details  will  therefore  be  incori>orated  in  the  quarto 
volume  on  population. 

The  main  facts  are  that  in  the  body  of  population  embraced  in  this 
table,  comprising,  as  it  does,  26,354,124  of  the  50,155,783  inhabitants  of 
the  United  States,  there  were  5,529,331  persons  who  had  a  foreign 
father,  5,223,497  who  had  a  foreign  mother,  4,994,017  who  had  both 
parents  foreif^n,  and  5,758,811  who  had  one  or  both  parents  foreign. 
The  eutire  foreign  element  having  been  included  in  this  tabulation, 
there  appear  13,307  persons  of  foreign  birth  residents  of  the  United 
States  who  had  parents  both  native  born. 

It  appears  that  for  every  1,000  persons  bom  in  Ireland  there  were 
2,442  who  had  an  Irish  father  and  2^387  who  had  an  Irish  mother;  for 
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every  1,000  persons  bom  in  Ctennany  there  were  2,483  who  had  » 
(German  fiaither  and  2,306  who  had  a  German  mother :  for  every  1,000 
persons  bom  in  Great  Britain  there  were  2,223  who  had  a  British  &ther 
and  1,041  who  had  a  British  mother;  for  every  1,000  persons  bom  in 
Scandinavia  there  were  1,690  who  had  a  Scandinavian  father  and 
1,671  who  had  a  Scandinavian  mother;  for  every  1.000  x>er8ons  bom  in 
British  America  there  were  1,310  who  Hod  a  British  .^erican  father 
and  1,292  who  had  a  British  American  mother :  and  for  every  1,000 
persons  bom  in  all  other  foreign  countries  there  were  1,559  who  had  a 
father  and  1,439  who  had  a  mother  bom  in  countries  other  than  those 
designated. 

The  application  of  these  ratios  to  the  total  number  of  persons  residing 
within  tbe  United  States  who  were  bom  in  each  of  the  specified  foreign 
countries,  according  to  the  table  of  nativity  (Table  XXX),  would  indicate 
that  throughout  the  United  States  there  were,  at  the  date  of  the  census 
of  1880,  persons  having  one  or  both  parents  foreign  born,  or  foreign- 
bora  persons  having  parents  both  native  bom,  as  follows:

Sm:  In  conformity  with  your  suggestion,  I  have  the  honor  to  trans- 
mit herewith,  for  incori)oration  in  the  Gompendiom  about  to  be  pub- 
lished, such  tables  as  I  have  been  enabled  to  compile  from  the  material 
i*x)llected  during  my  personal  investigations  in  Alaska,  showing  the 
]>opulation  of  that  district  by  races  and  tribes.  The  Caucasian  iM>pu- 
lation  of  southeastern  Alaska  apx>ears  in  these  tables  as  it  stood  in 
1880,  previous  to  the  more  recent  influx  of  miners  and  prospectors. 
JM)r  the  purposes  of  my  report,  now  in  your  hands,  it  has  been  found 
most  convenient  to  divi<le  Ahhska  into  six  geographical  divisions,  as 
follows: 

1.  The  Arctic  division,  containing  125,245  s<iuarc  miles,  and  compris- 
ing all  that  portion  of  the  North  Ameiican  continent  between  the  141st 
meridian  in  the  east  and  cape  Prince  of  Wales,  or  Bering  strait,  in  the 
west,  the  Arctic  ocean  in  the  north,  and  having  for  its  southern  bound- 
ary the  water-shed  between  the  Yukon  river  system  and  the  streams 
emptying  into  the  Arctic. 

2.  The  Yukon  division,  containing  176,715  square  miles,  and  com- 
prising the  valley  of  the  Yukon  river  as  far  as  it  lies  within  our  bound- 
aries and  its  tributaries  from  the  north  and  south.  It  is  bounded  by 
the  Arctic  division  in  the  north,  the  141st  meridian  in  the  east,  and 
Bering  sea  in  the  west.  The  southern  boundary  of  this  division  lies 
along  a  line  indicating  the  water-shed  between  the  Yukon  and  the 
Kuskokvim,  Sushetno,  and  Copper  rivers,  and  running  from  the  above- 
mentioned  meridian  in  the  east  to  the  coast  of  Bering  sea,  in  the  vicinity 
of  Hazen  bay  in  the  west.  The  island  of  Saint  Lawrence,  in  Bering  sea, 
is  included  in  this  division. 

3.  The  Kuskokvim  division,  containing  114,975  square  miles,  bounded 
on  the  north  by  the  Yukon  division,  and  comprising  the  valleys  of  the 
Kuskokvim,  the  Togiak,  and  the  Kushegak  rivers,  and  the  intervening 
system  of  lakes.  The  eastern  boundary  of  this  division  is  a  line  run- 
ning along  the  main  Alaskan  range  of  mountains  from  the  divide  be- 
tween the  Kuskokvim  and  Tennanah  rivers  down  to  the  low,  narrow 
isthmus  dividing  Moller  bay  from  Zakharof  bay  on  the  Aliaska  penin- 
sula. Bering  sea  washes  the  whole  west  and  south  coast  of  this  division, 
which  also  includes  Kunivak  island. 

4.  The  Aleutian  division,  containing  14,610  square  miles,  and  com- 
prising the  Aliaska  peninsula  westward  of  the  isthmus  between  Moller 
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and  Zakharof  bays  and  the  whole  chain  of  islands  from  the  Shamagin 
gronp  in  the  east  to  Attoo  in  the  west,  including  also  the  Pribylof  or 
Far-Seal  islands. 

5.  The  Kadiak  division,  containing  70,884  square  miles,  the  south 
coast  of  the  Aliaska  peninsula  down  to  Zakharof  bay,  witii  adjacent 
islands,  the  Kadiak  group  of  islands,  the  islands  and  coasts  of  Cook's 
inlet,  the  Kenai  peninsula  and  of  Prince  William  sound,  with  the  rivers 
running  into  them.  The  main  Alaskan  range  bounds  this  division  in 
the  north  and  west.  Its  eastern  limit  is  the  141st  meridian,  whidi  in- 
tersects  the  coast  line  in  the  vicinity  of  Mount  Saint  Elias,  while  the 
south  shores  of  the  division  are  washed  by  that  section  of  the  Nortb 
Pacific  named  the  gulf  of  Alaska. 

6.  The  Southeastern  division,  containing  28,980  square  miles,  and 
comprising  the  coast  from  Mount  Saint  Elias  in  the  north  to  Portland 
canal,  in  lat.  54^  40^,  in  the  south,  together  with  the  islands  of  the 
Alexander  archipelago  between  Cross  sound  and  cape  Fox.  .The  east- 
em  boundary  of  this  division  is  the  rather  indefinite  line  established 
by  the  Anglo-Bussian  and  Eussian- American  treaties  of  1824  and  1825 
respectively,  following  the  summits  of  a  chain  of  mountains  supposed 
to  run  parallel  with  the  coast  at  a  distance  not  greater  than  three  marine 
leagues  from  the  sea  between  the  liead  of  Portland  canal  and  Mount 
Saint  Elias.

SlB:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  tables  lelating  to  flie 
and  marine  insurance  prej^ared  for  the  Gompendiom  of  tiie  Tenth  GeDBOiL 

As  the  fiscal  year  of  nearly  all  insurance  companies  ends  upon  the 
31st  of  December^  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  nse  the  year  1879  as  the 
decennial  year  for  this  branch  of  the  census  work;  hence  the  reports 
rendered  by  the  companies  were  made  up  to  December  31, 1879,  with 
a  few  exceptions  where  the  fiscal  year  ended  after  that  date,  but  prior 
to  June,  1880.  By  this  means  the  companies  were  enabled  to  funush 
more  complete  and  reliabte  statements. 

The  appended  tables  or  abstracts  ofTer  a  condensed  view  of  the  generd 
results  of  the  fire  and  marine  insurance  business  in  the  United  States 
for  the  year  ending  December  31, 1879,  viz : 

Table  OXYII  gives  a  classification  of  all  the  fire  and  marine  insurance 
companies  doing  business  in  the  United  States  on  the  31st  of  December, 
1870,  with  the  number  of  companies  in  each  class  organized  in  each  state; 
the  several  plans  of  effecting  insurance  in  use,  and  the  number  of  compa- 
nies of  each  class  in  each  state  transacting  business  on  each  plan;  the 
number  of  companies  having  a  joint-stock  capital ;  the  amount  of  capital 
authorized ;  and  the  amount  paid  up  in  cash  or  secured  notes. 

Table  CX  VIII  shows  the  assets  of  each  class  of  companies  in  each  state, 
giving  the  amount  invested  in  real  estate;  bond  andmortgage  (ftrstliens); 
United  States  bonds  and  securities;  state,  county,  and  municipal  bonds 
and  securities ;  railroad,  canal,  and  other  miscellaneous  stocks  and  bonds; 
cash  loans  secured  by  collaterals;  and  the  premium-note  assets  held 
by  the  mutual  companies  of  the  country. 

Table  CXIX  gives  the  liabilities  of  each  class  of  companies  in  each  state, 
exhibiting  the  cash  liabilities;  the  cr>ntingent  liabilities,  or  reinsurance 
reserve  fund;  the  policy  holders'  surplus;  the  amount  of  capital  of  each 
class  of  companies ;  the  suri)lu8  over  the  capital  liability ;  and  the  net 
assets  or  surplus  as  between  the  cash  liabilities  and  ledger  assets. 

Table  CXX  is  an  exhibit  of  the  total  cash  income,  including  the 
amounts  received  from  premiums,  investments,  and  increased  capital,  and 
the  total  cash  expenditures,  including  losses,  dividends,  and  exx>ense  of 
management. 

Table  CXXI  gives  the  number  of  companies  of  each  class  in  each  state, 
showing  a  surplus  or  deficit  as  between  ledger  assets  and  policy  holders' 
liability,  capital  liability,  scrip  liability,  and,  for  mutual  companies,  the 
surplus  or  deficiency  between  cash  assets  and  cash  liabilities. 
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Table  OXXn  shows  ihe  amount  of  fire  and  marine  and  inland  risks 
written  during  the  year  1879;  ihe  amount  and  average  rate  of  premium 
charged  therefor;  the  amount  of  losses  incurred  during  the  year;  and 
the  amount  of  risks  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Table  CXXTTT  is  an  exhibit,  by  percentages,  of  Ihe  relations  of  the 
leading  phases  of  the  business,  as  represented  in  the  tables,  to  each 
other. 

As  the  results  of  the  investigations  of  the  fire  and  marine  insurance 
business  will  be  elaborated  in  the  full  report  of  the  census,  care  has  been 
taken  to  show  in  the  appended  tables  only  the  more  important  features 
of  the  financial  condition  of  the  companies  and  their  business  transacted 
during  the  census  year.

DKAJi  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  foUowing  tableSi  present- 
ing a  sammary  of  the  census  statistics  relating  to  aU  publio  sohools 
included  in  the  classes  generally  designated  as  commoni  or  elementary, 
and  high.  A  separate  report  as  to  these  two  classes  of  schools  was 
rendered  impracticable  because  of  the  wide  and  irreconcilable  differences 
in  the  various  states,  and  in  counties  of  the  same  state,  between  schools 
reported  as  belonging  to  a  given  classy  those  essentially  the  same  in 
character  having  been  described  in  one  instance  as  high,  and  in  another 
as  elementary,  and  vice  versa. 

Under  the  general  heading  ^^ Public  Schools,  Elementary  and  High'', 
will  be  found,  therefore,  the  totals  of  the  classes  named  ^  and  under  the 
heading  ^'Schools  reported  as  High,  or  as  having  High  School  depart- 
ments'', are  enumerated  not  only  high  schools  proper,  but  all  so  reported, 
including  those  whose  right  to  the  name,  under  a  denOnition  which  could 
be  made  generally  applicable,  would  be  called  in  question.  The  absence 
of  definitions,  which  would  secure  uniformity  in  ^e  meaning  of  results 
tabulated  under  a  given  head,  has  hitherto  detracted  very  largely  from 
the  value  of  school  statistics. 

For  example,  when  several  schools  formerly  taught  in  separate  build- 
ings have  been  brought  together,  under  a  union  or  graded  system,  in 
the  several  rooms  of  one  buUding,  they  are  hencefor&,  very  generally, 
regarded  as  constituting  a  single  school,  and  so  reported;  The  unity 
resulting  from  the  co-ordination  of  various  departments  may,  in  many 
instances,  give  apparent  reason  for  this  view^  out  it  is  obvious  that  to 
report  as  a  single  school,  departments  which  have  been  substituted  for 
what  were  formerly  enumerated  as  separate  schools,  and  the  equivalents 
of  which  elsewhere  continue  to  be  so  reported,  is  to  present  an  unfair 
exhibit  as  to  the  whole  number  of  schools,  in  localities  or  states  which 
have  adopted,  under  any  form,  the  departmental  system,  as  compared 
with  tliose  which  hdve  not. 

It  is  also  evilleut  that  deductions  based  upon  totals  thus  derived 
uiust  be  misleading.  To  obviate  this  difficulty,  so  far  as  possible,  an 
t'ffort  has  been  made  to  give  a  uniform  meaning  to  the  wOrd  school,  by 
(lellning  it  as  <^a  collection  of  children  uniformly  taught,  in  a  separate 
building  or  department,  by  separate  teachers". 

1!he  number  of  buildings  reported,  includes  only  tliose  owned  by  the 
public,  and  will  be  found  in  many  instances  to  be  hirgely  exceeded  by 
the  number  of  schools.  In  such  ca^es  the  deficiency  is  supplied  by  ti^e 
use  of  buildings  wliicli  are  private  property.  In  tlie  report  of  seats 
provided,  all  buildings  are  included. 

School  ofiicers,  in  rex)orting  the  number  of  teachers  employed  ttiiring 
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the  srhool  veai*.  have  been  accustomed,  in  very  many  instaDCcc»,  throagb- 
out  the  states,  to  reiK)rt  teachers  reg^anled  as  officers  and  as  iudividiub 
indiscriminately.  It  has  thos  happened  that  a  school  really  employing 
and  paying  tor  the  services  of  but  one  teacher  has,  owing  to  a  ch^ng? 
of  ixirsons.  l>een  credited  with  two  or  even  thive ;  and  eompntatioDi 
as  to  the  avera^re  of  time  employed,  and  of  salariei;  jiaid  for  an  entire 
district,  lia.scd  upon  fundamental  errors  of  this  kind,  have  been  foimd 
t<»  [K>?:se.ss  little  value.  ^In  the  census  report  of  teachers  employed.  a& 
ett'oit  lias  been  made  to  obviate  such  errors  by  reports  showing  tbt 
Uuijej^t  number  employed  at  any  one  time  during  the  si-hool  year, 
repndlcss  of  the  individual  changes,  as  the  result  of  which  the  nmuber 
of  ditii'ei-ent  fKjrsons  employed  would  exceed  the  number  referred  ta 

Kadical  ditlV-rences  in  the  keeping  of  school  records,  and  in  the  dab 
made  use  of  in  the  computation  of  average  salaries,  have  made  it  impo>- 
sible  to  obtain,  from  original  records  or  from  official  reports,  informatioo 
u]K)n  which  to  base  calculations  as  to  average  wages  paid  teaciwis 
which  would  possess  any  real  value.  Such  averages  can  be  ascertained 
(rorrectly.  only  upon  the  basis  of  records  so  scaled  as  to  show  the  whole 
number  of  teachers  employed  in  a  given  district,  connty,  or  state  at  aov 
given  sum  per  month:  as  10  at  $20, 15  at  $25,  30  at  $40,  etc.  With 
results  thus  ascertained,  the  division  of  the  aggregates  of  monthly  wage» 
l»y  the  whole  number  of  teachers,  wonld  indicate  the  average  monthly 
sjilary  in  a  given  locality.  In  the  absence  of  records  nix>n  which  to  bae« 
.such  computations,  and  as  the  oidy  obtainable  statistics  bearing  apon 
salaries  of  teachers  which  would  passess  the  merit  of  accuracy,  state^ 
ments  are  presented  showing  "the  average  amonnt  paid  monthly,  per 
teacher,  for  services^,  based  upon  the  ascertained  number  of  teachers 
actually  employed,  the  aggregate  of  salaries  paid,  and  the  aggregate 
months  of  service  rendered!.  These  results  are  as  accurate  as  thf  mobt 
painstaking  cai-e  can  make  them:  and  as  they  are  derived  throa^b 
pi-ocesscs  which  have  been  uniform  at  every  stage,  will  possess  a  valii*' 
which  has  not  hitherto  attached  to  statistics  of  the  kind. 

The  statements  jnesonted  as  to  receipts  and  expenditures  are  believt^. 
ill  every  instauc**,  to  be  .substantially  correr;t  as  to  amounts;  butiprhf 
classiHcntion  of  receipts  from  public  funds,  owing  to  the  carelessness 
with  wliicli  school  reeonls  are  kept,  it  has  in  .some  in.^tances  been  im 
I>o.ssiMe  to  properly  distinjruish  l>etween  public  funds  derive*!  firou: 
state  and  local  sources:  and  *' balances  on  hand",  counted  by  school 
nrticers  as  a  portion  of  the  receipts  for  the  current  year,  eonsistmg.  i»eT- 
haps,  of  funds  derived  in  part  from  each  of  the  above  Si»un-e.>,  but  iw' 
separately  carried  torwaid  by  accounting  otlicers.  have  necessarily  Nri: 
ineluded  under  the  general  head  of  *'all  other  sources".  F^r  the  s.iiut' 
reason  it  has  been  inii)OS.>ible  in  all  cas<s  to  separately  reiK)rt  amourn. 
exj)ended  for  buildings  and  gi'ounds,  and  funds  thus  exi>endeil.  in  manv 
iiistanees.  nre  reported  under  the  heail  of  ••  Expended  for  all  orher  pui 
poses". 

Aside  from  the  j>ossible  inaccuracies  of  an  unavoidable  charact«i. 
to  which  r»*fereTiee  has  l>een  made,  it  is  l>elieved  that  the  statistics 
the  accojnjjanying  summary  present  the  nearest  approach  to  eorre<-tiit 
Iins^ible  with  the  iustruuientalities  for  the  collation  of  inform  a  rii  in  iio\v 
available:  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  uniform  meaning  has  attacht**! 
to  all  of  the  terms  used  in  the  prosecution  of  the  census  in»iuiries,  rn» 
results  may  justly  be  regarded  as  possessing  relatively  higher  val.ii 
than  any  pi-evious  general  collection  of  public  school  statistics. 

The  iiifonnation  tirst  received  was,  in  thousiuids  of  instances,  as  tbv 
i-esult  of  correspondence,  supplemented  by  i'eiK>rts  more  complete  aud 
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satisfactory  in  cliaracter.  A  great  majority  of  these,  when  tabulated, 
were  recommitted  to  local  officers  for  final  inspection  and  revision;  ana 
the  tabulated  returns  for  entire  states  have,  as  a  role,  been  submitted 
to  the  examination  of  state  officers  of  public  instmctiony  with  a  view 
to  the  detection  of  whatever  inaccuracies  might  have  escaped  the 
udtice  of  the  census  examiners.  The  commendatory  letters  received 
from  ^hese  officials,  encourage  the  behef  that  the  effort  of  this  office,  in 
the  direction  at  a  thorough  and  comprehensive  collection  of  the  statis- 
tics of  the  public  schools  in  the  United  States,  will  be  found  to  have 
present  value  conimeusiQ*ate  with  the  great  labor  involved,  and  will  pre- 
pare the  way  for  the  more  complete  success  of  similar  undertakings  in 
the  future. 

The  Statistics  of  Illiteracy  have  been  so  tabulated  as  to  show  in  ad- 
dition tb  the  total  of  illiterates,  10  years  of  age  and  over,  tiie  relative 
number  and  percentage  of  persons  unable  to  write,  arranged  by  classes 
and  groups^  as  follows :  First,  page  1646,  whites,  native  and  foreign 
bom ;  second,  pages  1647, 1648,  and  1649,  whites,  male  and  female,  10  to 
14, 15  to  20,  and  21  and  over ;  third,  pages  1650  to  1653,  colored,  male 
and  female,  10  to  14, 15  to  20,  and  21  and  over. 

In  a  comparison  of  the  statistics  now  presented  with  those  of  1870, 
marked  changes  observable  in  Rhode  Island,  New  Mexico,  and  certain 
other  of  tlie  territories,  are  probably  due,  save  in  New  Mexico,  to  move- 
ments in  the  x>opulation ;  that  in  Rhode  Island  to  the  influx  of  French 
Canadians;  those  in  the  territories,  with  the  exception  of  Kew  Mexico, 
to  changes  in  the  Chinese  population,  which  has  not  only  decreased, 
but  by  errors  in  the  census  of  1870,  was  counted  almost  wholly  as  illit- 
erate (see  note  a,  page  1655).  The  change  in  !New  Mexico  may  be  safely 
attributed  to  tRe  results  of  the  establishment  of  common  schools. 

In  presenting  for  puri)oses  of  comparison  the  statistics  of  1860  (page 
1656)  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  in  that  year  those  unable  to 
read  and  those  unable  to  write  wei*e  not  separately  enumerated ;  and 
that  the  enumeration  included  only  those  20  years  of  age  and  upward. 
The  fact  that  the  censuses  of  1870  and  1880  show  a  considerable  excess 
of  the  non -writing  over  the  non-reading  population,  must  be  considered 
in  estimating  the  value  of  comparisons  which  include  the  census  of  illit- 
eracy in  1860.  The  value  of  such  comparisons  will  evidently  be  aflbcted 
also  by  the  fact  that  the  enumeration  of  illiterates  in  1860  began  with 
the  age  of  20,  while  the  corresponding  enumerations  of  1870  and  1880 
properly  began  with  those  who  had  attained  the  voting  age. 

As  the  volume  containing  this  summary  wiU  reach  the  hands  of  many 
of  the  teachers,  as  well  as  district,  town,  county,  state,  and  other  officers, 
who  have  assisted  in  the  work  whose  results  are  here  presented,  it  is 
fitting  that  due  acknowledgment  be  made  for  the  uniformly  cheerful  and 
painstaking  manner  in  wluch  they  have  responded,  without  pecuniary 
rewanl,  to  the  requests  of  this  office. 

It  is  a  pleasure,  and  a  duty  as  weU,  also  to  acknowledge  the  invahi- 
able  aid  rendered  by  the  immediate  assistants  of  the  special  agent  in 
charge,  including  Mr.  Charles  B.  R.  CoUedge,  assistant  chief  of  the  edu- 
cational division,  the  chiefs  of  the  several  sections,  the  clerks  in  charge 
of  corresi>ondence,  and  all  of  those  who  have  so  faithfully  and  intelli- 
gently assisted  in  the  work  of  compilation.

Sib  :  The  most  striking  result  of  the  effort  made  in  the  Tenth  Census 
to  obtain  a  complete  and  accurate  enumeration  of  the  defective,  de- 
pendent, and  delinquent  classes  of  the  population  of  the  United  States 
is  the  apparently  great  increase  in  their  number,  as  compared  with  the 
figures  given  in  any  previous  ceni^us. 

THE    AFFLICTED. 

If  we  disregard  the  census  of  1830  (in  which  the  insane  and  idiotic 
were  not  enumerated)  and  that  of  1840  (in  which  they  were  enumerated, 
not  separately,  but  as  forming  a  single  class),  then  the  following  table 
exhibits  for  the  four  groups  included  under  the  term  defective  the 
increase  referred  to;  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  this  increase  is 
less  real  than  apparent:

The  total  population  for  each  of  the  years  named  was  as  follows: 
in  1850  it  was  23,191,876;  in  18G0,  31,443,321;  in  1870,  38,558,371;  and 
in  1880, 50,155,783.  In  other  words,  although  the  population  has  a  little 
more  than  doubled  in  thirty  3'ears,  the  number  of  defective  persons 
returned  is  nearly  five  times  as  great  as  it  was  thirty  years  ago. 

During  the  past  decade  (or  since  1870)  the  increase  in  population  has 
been  30  per  cent. ;  but  the  apparent  increase  in  the  defective  classes 
has  been  a  little  more  than  155  per  cent.  The  table  on  page  1660  shows 
the  number  of  each  class  in  1,000,000  of  the  population,  as  reported  in 
tlie  census. 
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schedules,  one  for  each  separate  class  which  it  was  intended  to  enumer- 
ate separately.  Each  enomecator  was  required  to  transfer  to  its  proper 
schedule  the  name  of  every  defective  person  enumerated  by  him,  and 
upon  that  schedule  to  answer  certain  deflnite  questions  applicable  to  him 
as  a  member  of  the  class  to  which  he  was  supposed  to  belong.  For  this 
extra  service  the  enumerator  was  offered  additional  compensation ;  and 
it  was  impressed  upon  him  that  he  should  make  special  effort  to  find 
these  defective  persons  and  make  a  full  report  of  each  case.  He  was 
instructed  to  counsel  with  physicians  upon  this  point  and  to  make  inqui- 
ries of  neighbors,  and  to  report  all  defectives,  whether  the  information 
respecting  them  should  be  derived  from  the  families  to  which  they  be- 
longed or  firom  other  sources,  if  in  his  judgment  it  was  worthy  of  con- 
fidence. 

With  resi>eot  to  the  idiotic  and  the  insane,  correspondence  was  had,  in 
addition,  with  about  100,000  physicians  of  the  United  States,  who  were 
furnished  with  blank  forms  of  return,  and  were  requested  to  report  to 
the  Census  Office  all  lunatics  and  idiots  within  the  sphere  of  their  per* 
sonal  observation  and  knowledge.  Beplies  were  received  from  four- 
fifths  of  those  addressed — a  result  creditable  in  the  highest  degree  to 
the  public  spirit  and  devotion  to  science  of  the  medical  profession  in 
America — and  the  names  reported  by  the  voluntary  observers  were, 
after  comparing  them  with  the  list  returned  by  the  enumerators  uid 
carefully  purging  out  duplicates,  added  to  the  names  already  reported. 

By  the  use  of  the  agencies  just  described  it  is  believed  that  a  much 
more  perfect  enumeration  of  the  defective  classes,  especially  of  the 
insane  and  idiotic,  has  been  secured  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of 
this  or  perhaps  of  any  other  nation. 

All  possible  care  has  been  taken  to  secure  accuracy  in  the  enumer- 
ation of  the  defectives,  but  it  would  be  claiming  too  mdch  to  assert 
that  the  census  lists  are,  even  after  all  the  labor  bestowed  upon  them, 
absolutely  accurate.  It  is  certain  that  names  have  not  been  returned 
to  this  office  which  should  have  been  reported ;  it  is  also  certain  that 
other  persons  have  been  improperly  reported ;  but  it  is  thought  that 
these  errors  must  very  nearly  balance  each  other.  There  is,  tbo,  a  ten- 
dency to  make  duplicate  returns  of  the  same  person,  in  the  one  case  at 
his  home  and  in  the  other  at  the  institution  of  which  he  is  an  inmate, 
which  has  imposed  much  extra  work  upon  the  clerical  force  in  the  office, 
in  order  to  prevent  swelling  the  total  number  of  defectives.  One  of  the 
great  arts  of  this  census  of  the  defective  classes  is  the  art  of  purging 
outduplicates.  Possibly  some  duplications  remain  undiscovered;  butthe 
percentage  of  error  from  this  source  has  been  reduced  to  a  minimum. 
The  figures  given  in  the  tables  are  published  in  the  firm  conviction 
that  they  are  as  nearly  correct  as  it  is  possible  to  make  them  at  the 
present  time  with  our  present  facilities  for  procuring  them. 

Of  these  various  forms  of  affliction,  the  one  which  causes  the  most 
distress,  both  to  the  victim  and  to  the  circle  of  his  personal  friends 
and  acquaintances,  is  insanity.    The  interest  felt  in  its  ravages  leads 
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the  first  attook  is  said  to  have  oeonrred  in  each  r^cnrted  ease  might 
enable  us  to  arrive  at  sach  oonclosions  respecting  the  expectation  of 
insanity  in  the  sane  and  the  expectation  of  lifb  in  the  insane  as  to 
afford  a  provisional  basis  for  a  theory  of  the  rate  of  diminution ^or  loss, 
which  wonld  serve  as  a  working  theory  until  it  could  be  established, 
amended,  or  disproved  by  subsequent  researches.  What  we  need  is  to 
know,  first,  whether  the  rates  of  gain  and  loss  are  fixed  or  variable ; 
second,  what  relation  exists  between  the  two ;  and,  third,  whether  the 
rate  of  addition  is  increasing  faster  than  the  rate  of  increase  of  the 
l>opulation,  after  deducting  the  recoveries  and  deatiis. 

In  dealing  with  the  insane  and  idiotic  population  as  returned  to  tins 
office  it  was  fbund  to  be  necessary  to  adopt  some  arbitrary  rule  for 
discriminating  between  the  two.  In  the  census  of  1840  they  were  not 
distinguished,  but  grouped  together  as  a  single  class.  Since  then  au 
attempt  has  been  made  in  the  direction  of  separation  of  the  two  classes, 
but  with  what  imperfect  success  will  be  apparent  when  attention  is 
directed  to  the  fact  that  in  1850  the  number  of  idiots  rei>orted  exceede<l 
.  that  of  the  insane^  but  in  1860  the  number  of  insane  exceeded  that  of 
idiots  by  twenty-seven- per  cent.,  and  in  1870  by  fifty-two  per  cent.  In 
the  present  census  the  number  of  insane  exceeds  that  of  idiots  by  only 
about  nineteen  per  cent.,  which  is  still  believed  to  be  too  high.  The 
reason  for  the  belief  here  expressed  is  that  insanity  in  adults  is  much 
more  readily  and  surely  recognized  than  is  idiocy  in  infants  and  very 
young  children;  but  insanity  is  for  the  most  part,  if  not  altogether,  a 
disease  of  mature  life,  while  idiocy,  true  idiocy,  as  distinguished  irom 
the  dementia  which  r^ults  from  insanity,  is  in  its  origin  exclusively  a 
disease  of  childhood,  and  is  often  due  to  pitd-uatal  conditions.  The  num- 
ber of  idiots  must  be, -in  fact,  nearly  or  quite  equal  to  that  of  the 
insane ;  but  the  fact  does  not  appear  in  the  census,  because  so  many 
idiots  are  nureturned.  The  distinction  between  insanity  and  Idiocy  is 
admitted  to  be  subtle ;  it  necessarily  eludes  the  i>o  wers  of  observation  and 
discrimination  of  the  mt^ority  of  enumeratoi*s,  and  therefore  but  slight 
dei)endence  can  be  placed  upon  their  classification.  So  little  value  Wiis 
believed  to  attach  to  it,  in  the  fac'^e  of  any  confiictiug  testimony  or 
evidence,  that  it  was  decided  to  accept  it  as  final  wherever  uncontra- 
dicted, but  wherever  the  answer  to  the  question  upon  the  schedule  as 
to  the  age  at  which  idiocy  or  the  first  attack  of  insanity  occurred  was 
inconsistent  with  the  enumerator's  theory  of  the  character  of  the  dis- 
ability there  the  original  return  has  been  amended  in  the  office.  That  is 
to  say,  if  any  person  whose  name  was  borne  upon  the  list  of  the  insane 
was  reported  to  have  been  insane  from  birth,  he  has  been  transferred 
to  the  list  of  idiots;  and  if  any  person  whose  name  was  borne  upon  the 
list  of  idiots  was  reported  to  have  become  an  idiot  at  the  age  of  forty, 
he  has  been  transferred  to  the  list  of  insane,  on  the  ground  that  the 
so-called  idiocy  was  actual  dementia.  Since  it  was  necessary  to  estab- 
lish some  age  as  the  limit  of  this  rule,  the  age  of  puberty  was  taken; 
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that  iSy  twelve  in  girls  and  foarteen  in  boys.  This  mle  was  not  adofiM 
until  after  consultation  with  a  number  of  eminent  alienists.  It  i 
believed  that  its  adoption  has  secured  upon  the  whole  number  of  casn 
a  very  much  more  nearly  correct  result  than  would  have  been  iKMobk 
if  no  such  corrections  had  been  made.  But  its  application  to  individual 
cases  is  not  always  correct,  and  the  risk  is  taken  of  errors  in  tht 
returns  made  as  to  the  age  at  which  the  malady,  whatever  its  natoR, 
overtook  its  victim.  What  has  now  been  said  will  explain  the  JOact  that 
finom  some  hospitals  for  the  insane  a  few  idiots  are  reported,  thoogi 
they  are  not  returned  as  such  by  the  officers  of  tl\e  institutions. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  i^>ecial  tables  showing  the  number  of  dr 
iectives  in  institutions  designed  esi)ecially  for  their  benefit.  According 
to  these  tables,  of  91,^7  insane  in  the  United  States  there  were  in 
hospitals  and  asylums  for  the  insane  (not  including  those  in  almshoustf , 
40,942,  or  over  forty-four  per  cent,  of  the  entire  namber ;  of  76,8K 
idiots,  there  were  in  training-schools  for  the  feeble-minded  2,429,  or  a 
little  over  three  per  cent. ;  of  48,928  blind,  there  were  in  schools  and 
industrial  homes  for  the  blind  2,158,  or  less  than  fonr  and  a  half  per 
cent. ;  and  of  33,878  mutes,  there  were  in  schools  for  the  deaf  (inc 
counting  those  under  instruction  in  day  schools,  and  so  not  enumerated) 
5,267,  or  nearly  sixteen  per  cent.  This  statement  may  serve  to  gives 
summary  notion  of  the  urgency  of  the  demand  for  institutions  of  tk 
several  descriptions  named,  both  in  the  aggregate  and  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  individuals  in  each  of  the  four  great  defective  classes. 

One  reason  for  the  small  number  of  institutions  for  the  blind  and  for 
the  small  number  of  inmates  in  each  institution  is  that  blindness  is  ho 
infirmity  much  more  likely  to  overtake  the  aged  than  the  young.  Deaf 
ness,  on  the  contrary,  attacks  the  younp^  with  great  violence.  Of  the 
entire  number  of  the  deaf,  about  one-half  are  between  the  ages  of  fivt 
and  twenty-one;  but  of  the  blind,  not  more  than  one-sixth.  The  pro- 
portion of  congenitally  deaf  is  more  than  one-half,  but  of  congenitally 
blind  less  than  one-seventh  of  the  total  number  of  the  two  classes 
respectively.

From  this  table  it  appears  that  insanity  attacks  women  more  often  than 
it  does  men,  bat  that,  on  the  other  hand,  men  are  more  liable  to  the  other 
three  forms  of  misfortune  than  are  women.  The  negro  population  is  much 
morei  liable  to  idiocy  than  to  insanity.  Both  the  negro  and  the  foreign 
population  are  singularly  more  liable  to  blindness  than  to  deafhess. 
The  tendency  to  insanity  among  the  foreign  population  is  especially 
wt>rthy  of  attention.  It  may  be  accounted  for  in  many  ways :  for  in- 
stance, by  the  change  of  climate  and  of  habits  of  life,  by  the  increased 
anxiety  and  effort  to  advance  in  the  scale  of  social  respectability,  by 
homesickness,  and  in  general  by  the  removal  of  the  props  which  sustain 
and  steady  a  man  who  does  not  emigrate,  but^remains  in  the  vicinity 
where  he  waA  bom.  The  same  increased  tendency  to  insanity  may 
be  discovered  (but  in  a  less  marked  degree)  in  Americans  who  remove 
from  cue  section  of  the  country  to  another,  espedaUy  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pa<*ific  coast. 

The  interest  and  importance  of  the  inquiry  into  the  number  and  con- 
dition of  the  defective  classes,  and  of  the  criminal  and  pauper  popula- 
tion, arises  from  the  fact  that  these  are  burdens  to  be  borne— drains 
upon  the  vitjility  of  the  community.  When  we  consider  the  growth 
of  our  i>opiilation  and  of  our  material  resources,  we  are  in  danger  of 
forgetting  that  there  is  another  side  to  the  picture.  It  is  startling  to 
know  that  of  tifty  millions  of  inhabitants,  over  four  hundred  thousand 
arc  either  insane,  idiots,  deiif-mutes,  or  blind,  or  are  inmates  of  prisons, 
reforiimtories,  or  ix)orhouseR.  If  to  these  we  add  the  outdoor  poor 
and  the  inmati^s  of  ])rivate  chiiritable  institutions,  the  number  will 
swell  to  nearly  or  (j[uitc  half  a  million,  or  one  per  cent,  of  the  total  pop- 
ulation. We  cannot  begin  too  soon  or  prosecute  too  vigorously  the 
inquiry  into  the  causi\s  of  the  prevalence  of  these  evils,  which  are  like 
a  canker  at  the  heart  of  all  our  prosi>erity.  Nothing  can  be  more  im- 
portant than  for  us  to  ascertain  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  the 
rate  at  which  they  are  increasing  and  the  means  of  arresting  their 
growth.  The  subject  is  obscure,  but  in  the  study  of  it  we  may  almost 
be  said  to  have  our  finger  upon  the  pulse  of  the  nation. 
105  0  0 
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PAUPEEISM. 

It  is  almost  if  not  quite  iiDX>088ib]e  to  obtain  the  statistics  of  pauper- 
ism. The  first  question  to  be  decided  is :  Who  are  paupers f  Paupers, 
in  the  strict  sense  of  the  word,  are  poor  persons  8upiK)rted  in  whole 
or  in  part  at  the  expense  of  some  public  fund,  raised  by  taxation, 
whether  sucli  fund  belongs  to  a  state,  county,  city,  or  town.  The  poor 
laws  recognize  the  right  of  every  man,  who,  through  infirmity  of  body 
or  mind,  is  unable  to  provide  ibr  his  own  necessities,  to  receive  aid  at 
the  hands  of  the  community  of  which  he  is  a  member,  and  his  member- 
ship in  a  given  community  depends  ordinarily  upon  the  length  of  his 
residence,  it  being  much  easier  to  acquire  a  settlement  in  a  new  than 
in  an  older  community.  But  the  community  has  the  right  to  choose 
for  itself  the  form  and  measure  of  relief.  It  therefore  be<;ome«  a  per- 
petually recurring  <juestion  whether  to  provide  for  the  permanently 
poor  in  almshouses  or  outside.  This  is  a  question  which  is  answered 
in  one  way  by  one  comnumity  ii.nd  by  another  in  another,  and  even  in 
the  same  community  it  is  answere<l  in  one  way  at  one  time  and  in 
another  at  anotlier.  The  indoor  poor,  as  the  paui)ers  in  almshouses 
are  called,  can  l>e  found  and  counted  with  comparative  ease,  l>nt  how 
are  we  to  know  when  we  have  succeeded  in  finding  the  out<l<x>r  i)oorf 
The  aid  extended  outside  the  almshouse  is  of  great  variety,  l>oth  in 
kind  and  in  amount.  Sometimes  it  is  equivalent  to  full  support ;  more 
often  it  is  temporary  and  i)artial.  It  may  axssume  the  form  of  a  direct 
contribution  in  money,  or  of  an  order  upon  a  store  for  supplies,  or  of 
medical  attendance  in  case  of  sickness,  or  of  burial  in  case  of  death,  to 
say  nothing  of  other  expenses  sometimes  met  from  the  i)ublic  treasury, 
such  as  the  cost  of  the  transportation  of  the  pauper  as  far  nj>  the  next 
county;  but  whatever  it  may  be,  the  records  kei)t  of  it  are  as  incom- 
plete Jis  can  well  be  imagined.  It  is  ordinarily  within  the  discretion  of 
some  supervisor,  overseer  of  the  poor,  or  poormaster,  whose  disburse- 
ments are  so  limited  in  amount  that  they  are  not  re])orted  exc(»])t  in 
gross.  Ue  makes  no  return  of  names,  but  ]>ossib]y  gives  an  order  on  a 
store,  and  the  bills  for  pauper  relief  are  so  mixed  with  items  for  other 
uses  that  they  cannot  be  separated.  The  pauper  fund  is  not  u.sually 
separated  from  the  general  fund,  and  in  most  states  the  town  or  county 
ollicials  have  no  thought  of  keeping  any  statistical  record  of  pauperism. 
As  to  finding  the  outdoor  paupers  by  inquiring  for  them  from  door  to 
door,  that  is  impossible.  All  that  has  been  attempted  in  the  present 
census,  therefore,  ha.s  been  to  give  as  accurate  an  account  as  possible 
of  the  almshouse  population. 

Even  this,  however,  is  not  so  easy  a  task  as  it  may  seem.  Wliat  in 
an  almshouse?  AVhere  a  county  or  a  t<»\vn  owns  a  farm  or  a  piece  of 
ground  and  the  buildings  on  it,  and  tlies(»  bnihlings  are  set  apart  for 
the  care  of  paupers,  there  can  be  no  dispute  as  to  the  charact4M*  of  the 
establishment,  even  though,  in  case  it  couiaias  not  more  than  two  or 
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three  inmates,  it  may  not  be  apparent  from  an  inspection  of  tbe  popu- 
lation schedule  that  it  is  an  almshouse.  But  the  county  may  rent  a 
fiurm,  instead~of  owning  one,  or  it  may  not  rent  any  farm,  but  may 
hire  some  one  who  does  own  a  farm  to  receive  and  care  for  such  paupers 
as  may  be  sent  him;  and  it  may  send  all  its  paupers  to  a  single  con- 
tractor, or  it  may  distribute  them  over  the  county,  in  the  care  of  a 
number  of  private  persons.  The  most  diligent  search  has  been  made 
ft>r  almshouses  wherever  there  has  been  a  possibility  of  finding  one,  and 
it  is  not  possible  that  any  considerable  number  of  them  or  any  indi- 
Tidual  establishment  of  importance  ha«  been  overlooked.  But  there 
remains  the  difiiculty  of  deciding  what  institutions  other  than  alms- 
houses also  contain  persons  who  should  be  counted  as  paupers.  The 
pauper  insane  are  often  sent  to  hospitals  or  asylums  owned  by  the  state, 
where  they  are  maintained  sometimes  at  the  expense  of  the  state  and 
sometimes  at  the  expense  of  the  county  or  town  to  which  they  belong;  or 
paupers  not  insane,  pauper  children,  for  instance,  may  be  placed  in 
private  charitable  institutions  for  care,  and  an  allowance  made  from  the 
public  funds  in  consideration  of  the  service  rendered.  It  would  require 
an  almost  unlimiteil  acquaintance  with  all  sort«  of  local  conditions  and 
usages  to  enable  us  to  say  at  any  stage  of  our  investigation  that  we  have 
now  succeeded  in  finding  and  enumerating  all  known  paupers  in  the 
United  States.  The  figures  here  given  are  the  best  attainable  at  the 
present  time ;  nothing  more  is  claimed  for  them. 

But  the  form  of  presenting  them  will,  it  is  hoped,  satisfy  the  inquirer 
that  the  figures  given  are  worthy  of  implicit  trust,  so  far  as  they  go. 
Whatever  fault  attaches  to  them  is  incompleteness  rather  than  error. 
As  they  are,  however,  compiled  upon  a  different  principle  from  those 
contained  in  the  census  heretofore,  comparisons  founded  upon  them  will 
be  apt  to  be  misleading. 

The  total  number  of  paupers  enumerated  in  almshouses,  so  far  as 
ascertained,  is  07,067,  namely:  Male  paupers,  35,952;  female,  31,115; 
native,  44,106;  foreign,  22,961;  white,  61,310;  colored,  5,757  (including 
18  Chinese  and  33  Indians).  To  these  may  be  added,  if  any  one  is  so 
disi)osed,  21,598  outdoor  paupers  reported  to  the  Census  Office,  but  no 
reliance  whatever  can  be  placed  upon  this  figure.  It  is  very  far  below 
the  actual  number,  as  will  be  apparent  when  it  is  stated,  by  way  of 
illustration,  that  only  13  outdoor  poor  are  returned  from  the  city  of 
Boston. 

TEISONEES. 

According  to  the  tables  herewith  printed  the  number  of  prisoners 
in  confinement  in  the  United  States,  June  1, 1880,  was  59,255. 

But,  on  the  one  hand,  this  total  includes  a  certain  number  of  prison- 
ers in  county  jails,  not  convicted,  but  awaiting  trial.  It  also  includes 
not  only  the  convict  insane,  bat  insane  persons  not  charged  with  crime, 
who  are  in  prison  for  temporary  safe-keeping. 
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On  the  other  hand,  ifc  does  not  include  prisoners  held  for  debt^  of 
whom  48  are  reported,  nor  of  witnesses,  of  whom  there  are  reported 
107.  Neither  does  it  inclnde  11,340  inmates  of  juvenile  reformatories, 
of  which  a  separate  list  will  be  found  among  the  printed  tables. 

It  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  say  how  many  of  these  juTenile 
delinquents,  if  any,  should  be  added  to  the  number  of  prisoners,  siooe 
the  laws  under  which  they  are  committed  are  so  dissimilar  in  the  sev- 
eral states.  In  Illinois  the  supreme  court  has  held  that  the  sUte 
i*eform  school  is  a  prison.  In  other  states  the  opposite  doctrine  has  been 
affirmed,  namely,  that  a  house  of  refuge  is  not  a  prison,  bat  that  the  stat^ 
stands  to  its  inmates  in  loco  parentis.  Accordingly,  it  is  the  usual  prac- 
tice to  commit  juvenile  offenders  to  a  house  of  refuge  darin  g  their  miDor- 
ity,  and  to  give  the  managers  power  to  bind  them  out  to  individuals, 
or  even  to  grant  conditional  releases.  Some  reformatories  receive 
refractory  boys  and  girls  at  the  request  of  their  parents  or  guardians, 
and  some  even  charge  a  weekly  rate  for  the  maintenance  and  tuition  of 
such  children,  which  is  paid  by  their  friends.  As  a  general  rule,  they 
all  receive  children  committed  for  no  other  offense  than  that  of  vagraney 
or  truancy.  Hence,  they  have  been  separated  from  prisons  properly 
BO  called. 

The  prisoners  included  in  the  enumeration  were  found  in  prisons  of 
different  grades  and  character,  as  follows:  In  penitentiaries  (prisons for 
felons,  couHned  for  the  most  part,  if  not  altogether,  at  hard  labor), 
30,623;  in  workhouses  and  houses  of  correction  (prisons  for  misdemean- 
aut«,  also  confined  at  hard  labor),  7,864;  in  jails  (used  both  as  houses  o! 
detention  and  also  as  places  for  the  continemeut,  in  idleness,  of  sentenced 
misdemeanants),  12,815;  in  city  prisons,  lockups,  calabooses,  station- 
houses,  etc.  (almost  wholly  used  as  places  of  detention  merely,  and  that 
for  very  short  periods),  1,572;  at  work,  singly  or  in  gangs,  outside  of 
prison  walls  (under  lessees,  or  under  county  officials,  as  the  case  may 
be),  4,883;  in  military  prisons  (many  of  them  for  no  more  serious  offena 
than  some  breach  of  military  regulations,  and  some  for  crimes  and  mis- 
demeanors), 493;  in  hospitals  for  the  insane  (to  which  they  have  been 
transferred  from  prisons  for  medical  reasons),  350;  miscellaneous,  655: 
total,  59,255.  According  to  this  statement,  about  16,000  prisoners  are 
maintained  in  idleness,  while  about  43,000  contribute  in  greater  or  le* 
degree  toward  the  cost  of  their  own  support  during  their  incarceration. 

The  item  "  miscellaneous"  needs  exi)lanation.  Eeferenco  has  already 
been  made  to  the  tendency  to  duplication  in  the  enumeration  of  tin 
poi)ulation.  In  the  case  of  prisoners  this  was  especially  onlooked  for: 
but  large  numbers  of  persons  incarcerated  even  in  penitentiaries  were 
also  reported  at  their  homes,  as  if  at  home,  when  they  were  not.  After 
searching  for  these  duplicates  with  long  and  patient  industry  there 
remained  in  the  end  055  names  apparently  reported  at  their  homes 
who  could  not  be  located  in  any  prison  returned  to  this  office.  Whether 
they  are  borne  upon  the  prison  schedules  under  some  alius  it  is  impoe- 
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Bible  to  say ;  or  whether^  unkDown  to  their  friends,  they  have  received 
their  discharge.  Some  of  them,  in  the  southern  states,  may  be  oon- 
'  Ticts  leased  oat  to  private  persons  npon  fleuins  or  plantations,  and  the 
names  of  some  of  them  may  have  been  entered  as  prisoners  through 
misapprehension,  or  even  from  a  malicions  motive.  This  number  (655) 
represents  the  doubtful  cases,  whose  true  nature  has  not  been  resolved. 
The  system  of  leasing  prisoners  in  vogue  through  the  South  (with  the 
excei^tion  of  the  states  of  Missouri,  Kentucky,  and  West  Virginia)  is 
anotiier  matter  which  may  not  be  generally  understood  elsewhere,  and 
abroad  especially.  States  which  have  penitentiaries  often  hire  a  pior- 
tion  of  the  convicts  sentenced  to  them  to  lessees,  to  be  worked  outside 
the  prison  walls,  as  house  servants,  farm  laborers,  mill-hands,  etc.,  or 
employed  in  gangs  in  tlie  construction  of  railways,  or  in  mining  or  in 
felling  timber. 

A  very  singular  case  is  reported  in  one  of  the  southern  states,  which 
can,  it  is  believed,  be  authenticated,  in  which  a  man  convicted  of  man- 
slaughter was  leased  out  to  his  own  wife,  and  in  that  capacity  i>ermitted 
to  return  to  his  own  home.  However  improbable  this  may  appear,  it  is 
certainly  not  impossible  under  the  system. 

Two  states,  Florida  and  Georgia,  own  neither  land  nor  buildings  to  be 
occupied  as  a  penitentiary,  but  lease  out  all  their  penitentiary  convicts 
to  privat'C  parties,  not  officers  of  the  government,  who  employ  them 
whenever  and  at  whatever  kind  of  labor  they  will.  In  Texas  the  num- 
ber of  convicts  outside  the  walls  of  the  penitentiary  is  nearly  equal  to 
that  confined  inside.  Not  only  penitentiary  convicts,  but  those  in 
county  prisons,  may  be  lease<l  out;  and  in  Virginia,  as  well  as  in  Geor- 
gia, the  law  recognizes  and  provides  for  ^^ chain  gangs",  while  in  Ala- 
bama the  same  thing  in  substance  is  known  as  ^^hard  labor  for  the 
county''. 

Of  the  59,255  prisoners,  54,186  were  males  and  5,069  females,  46,338 
native  and  12,917  foreign,  42,294  white  and  16,961  colored.  Among 
the  colored  are  included:  Chinese,  531;  Japanese,  1;  Indians,  161. 

The  census  of  prisoners  was  first  taken  in  1850.  The  number  then 
returned  was  13,474.  In  1860  it  was  38,172 ;  in  1870,  32,901  (a  felling 
oif ).  In  1880,  as  stated,  it  was  59,255.  Unfortunately,  the  statistics 
of  former  years  are  not  to  be  relied  upon.  No  question  can  be  more 
important  or,  rightly  considered,  of  greater  interest  than  whether  crime 
is  increasing  more  rapidly  than  it  should,  in  comparison  with  the 
growth  of  the  population;  but  it  cannot  be  answered  from  the  census 
as  it  has  been  taken  in  the  past.  It  has  been  customary  in  the  census 
to  include  a  column  for  the  number  of  persons  convicted  during  the 
twelve  months  immediately  preceding,  but  the  extraordinary  varia- 
tions in  the  figures  returned  from  one  census  to  another  wholly  dis- 
credit them.  The  most  striking  instance  of  this  variation  is  in  the  case 
of  the  state  of  New  York,  in  which  there  are  said  to  iave  been  10,279 
convictions  in  1849-^50,  but  58,067  convictions  in  1859-^60,  and  only 
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5,473  convictions  in  1809~'70.  Hiirli  reaiilts  aro  worse  tbjin  nneless, 
because  they  mialead  the  iBfeuenil  n^ailor,  w1m>,  of  ntuHtssity,  lisis  >mt»i 
partial  view  of  the  field  of  iuvostigution.  We  have  in  this  trountry  no 
criminal  statistics  to  be  ])lace(l  by  the  side  of  those  of  other  natious, 
like,  for  instance,  the  judiciary  statistics  of  England,  aud  it  is  impossible 
to  obtain  any  correcrt  statement,  or  even  any  approximate  notion,  of  the 
number  of  c<mvictions  within  any  |»iven  i>erioil  of  time  in  any  other 
way  than  by  consulting  the  original  dockets  of  magistrates  and  courts 
having  criminal  jurisdiction. 

A  comi)Icte  study  of  crime  in  the  United  States  would  include,  fii*st, 
the  examination  of  the  criminal  codes  of  the  several  states,  in  order  to 
determine  to  what  extent  and  in  what  particulars  they  diifer  from  each 
other;  second,  the  collection  and  digestion  of  the  statistics  of  criminal 
procedure  under  the  sc^veral  <;odes;  third,  a  knowledge  of  the  amonnt 
and  charjicter  of  punishment  inflicted  upon  persons  convicted  of  crimes 
or  niisdemeanorH.  To  these  three  particulars  may  be  jwldod  a  fourth, 
which  is  subsidiary  to  tbcm,  namely:  infonnation  touching  the  modifi- 
cation of  punishment,  through  tho  intervention  of  the  executive,  in 
granting  pardons  and  commutations  of  sentences.  Few  men  have  any 
sulequate  conception  either  of  the  ini|)ortance  of  such  an  inquirj%  the 
labor  involved  in  it,  or  the  energy,  patience,  and  goo<l  sense  necessary  for 
its  successful  acroinplishment.  The  bare  staU^mcnt  that  there  were  on 
a  given  day  so  numy  persons  in  confinement,  standing  alone,  is  of  value, 
but  its  relative  \;ilih*  is  vi'r\  slitrht.

to  be  ]on;j;vr,  upon  tlie  average,  here  than  there:  and  evi(hMitly  long 
sentenees  tend  to  till  up  the  jnisons,  while  short  seiitenees  tend  toen^pty 
them.

The  total  nnmber  of  deaths  recorded  and  tabulated  as  occnrriBg  in 
tbe  United  States  daring  the  censos  year  is  756,893,  being  a  death-rate 
of  15.1  to  the  thoosand.  This  death-rate  is  decidedly  higher  than  that 
given  in  the  census  of  IdGO,  viz,  12.5,  and  of  1870,  viz,  12.8  per  thou- 
sand, but  this  does  not  indicate  any  actual  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths  as  compared  ^ith  the  living  population.  It  shows,  rather,  that 
tiie  efforts  made  in  the  census  of  1880  to  obtain  more  complete  returns 
of  deaths  than  had  been  collected  in  previous  enumerations  have  been 
to  some  extent  successful. 

Excluding  the  states  of  Massachusetts  and  New  Jersey,  the  District 
of  Columbia,  and  also  the  following-named  cities:  Baltimore,  Bangor, 
Brooklyn,  Chicago,  Cincinnati,  Charleston,  Cleveland,  Indianapolis, 
Louisville,  Milwaukee,  Mobile,  Nashville,  New  Orleans,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh,  Providence,  Bichmond,  Saint  Louis,  San 
Francisco,  Washington,  and  Wilmington,  the  number  of  deaths  actu- 
ally reported  by  the  enumerators  was  520,339.  To  these  returns  of 
deatfis  furnished  by  the  enumerators  there  were  added  from  registers 
furnished  by  physicians  throughout  the  country  61,020  additional  cases 
of  death.  For  the  states  of  Massachusetts  and  New  Jersey,  and  the 
cities  above  mentioned,  the  state  and  municipal  registration  records  of 
deaths  were  copied  and  used  in  the  tabulatibns.  These  records  are 
based  on  a  regular  system  of  registration  and  on  burial  permits,  and 
are  therefore  probably  very  nearly  accurate.  The  records  give  175,534 
deaths. 

In  order  to  obtain  some  positive  data  from  which  might  be  calculated 
the  amount  of  deficiency  in  the  enumerators'  returns  of  deaths,  their 
returns  for  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  excluding  the  city  of  Boston,  and 
for  the  whole  state  of  New  Jersey  have  been  tabulated  and  oompared 
with  the  records  furnished  from  the  state  registration  offices,  the  total 
deficiency  in  which  is  considered  not  to  exceed  2  per  cent.  The  result 
of  this  comp{»ison  is  that  for  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  excluding 
Boston,  the  deficiency  in  the  enumerators'  returns  amounts  to  26.42  per 
cent,  of  the  whole  number  returned  by  them.  For  the  state  of  New 
Jersey  the  deficiency  is  34.45  per  cent  It  may  be  considered  certain 
that  in  no  state  is  the  deficiency  in  the  enumerators'  returns  less  than 
it  is  in  Massachusetts.  The  deficiency  is  greatest  in  the  case  of  infants, 
of  females,  and  of  foreigners,  and  increases  in  a  tolerably  uniform  ratio 
for  each  month,  going  backward  in  time  fit>m  the  date  of  taking  the 
census.  It  is  also  greatest  in  the  more  tihinly-settled  sections  of  the 
country. 
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If  we  take  the  enumerators'  retoms  as  corrected  by  fhe  additai 
cases  obtained  from  physicians'  registers,  vis,  3,286  Ibr  IffiMiwriii 
and  1,636  for  New  Jersey,  the  deficiencies  Uins  corrected  aiiMiintli| 
13.34  per  cent,  of  the  corrected  returns  fbr  Massachpsetts  and  2(KU] 
cent,  for  New  Jersey. 

If  we  suppose  that  after  the  addition  of  the  61,020  cases  of  dHhl 
reported  by  physicians  to  the  retoms  of  the  etrnmerators  ttaflse  \m\ 
excluding  the  states  and  cities  abore  nientioned,  are  atitl  defidflili{ 
much  as  30  per  ceift.,  which  is  believed  to  be  tiie  maximnniy  the  nii| 
will  be  an  average  mortality  fbr  the  whole  country  of  18*2  per  thoi 
of  living  population  per  annum.    The  aotaal  mortality  fbr  the  nUI 
country  during  the  census  year  was  not  less  than  17  nor  greater  te 
19  per  thousand.    This  rate  cem  pares  favorably  With  that  of  all  otti 
civilized  countries.    The  death-rate  in  the  rural  popalatiou  of  Enghai, 
comprising  ten  and  one-half  millions  of  people  ki  the  year  1880^  iH 
18.6  per  thousaiid .    For  the  whole  of  Bngland  for  the^  same  year,  it  fii 
20.5  per  thojosand.    For  Scotland,  in  1878,  it  was  213  per  ihoniMii;! 
in  the  mainland  rural  group  of  S^tland  for  the  same  period  it  itm  M\ 
per  thousand. 

The  low  death-rate  in  this  country  is  considered  to  be  dae  i»1^tm 
parative  absence  of  oV^ercrowddng  and  to  the  mMd  general  and  eqakb 
distribution  of  the  means  of  supporting  life^  indadSng  eqpeeiaUy  111 
abundant  food  supply  of  good  quality  for  all  classes  of  peopieb 

The  most  valuable  information  fumlHhed  by  the  present  oenaui  it 
regard  to  the  health  of  the  country  is  derived  from  those  tables  wkiA 
show  the  relations  of  various  causes  of  death  to  sex,  age,  and  locally* 
since  the  conclusions  which  may  be  drawn  from  tihese  are  comparativdj 
slightly  affected  by  the  d.eiciencies  above  referred  to.  The  form  of  tk 
Comx>cndium  does  not  admit  the  giviug  of  these  tables,  which  areezten- 
sive  and  elaborate,  but  a  specimen  of  some  of  the  deductions  which  nu^ 
be  obtained  from  them  will  be  given  by  way  of  illustration. 

COLOE. 

In  a  population  of  43402,970  whites,  there  are  recorded  640,191  deaths, 
giving  a  deiith-rate  of  14.74  per  thousand.  In  ^population  of  6,752,813 
colored,  there  are  recorded  116,702  deaths,  giving  a  death-rate  of  17 J8 
per  thousiuid.  Taking  those  states  east  of  the  Mississippi  riVer  wfakii 
have  the  largest  colored  poi)ulation,  viz,  Alabama,  District  of  Golmn- 
bia,  Florida,  Georgia,  Kentucky,  Maryland,  Mississippi,  Nortii  and 
South  Carolina,  Tetines^e,  Virginia,  and  Louisiana  (including  that  pait 
west  of  the  river),  we  find  that  the  total  white  population  is  8^053,902, 
and  the  number  of  deaths  recorded  is  113,110,  giving  a  death-rate  of 
14.04  x>er  thousand.  Hhe  colored  papulation  of  the  saind  states  is 
5,303,267,  and  the  number  of  deaths  among  these  is  reported  a8  9*1,328, 
giving  a  death-rate  of  17.22  per  thousaiid.  It  is  in  this  section  of  country 
that  the  deliciencies  in  the  enim^erators^  returns  of  deaths  are  prbbablr 
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tte  greatest,  and  they  are  also  probably  greater  among  the  colored  than 
amoug  the  white  population.  The  difference  in  mortality  between  the 
white  and  colored  iB  especially  well  marked  in  the  sonthern  states,  and 
is  largely  dae  to  the  relatively  great  number  of  deaths  among  infi^nts  in 
the  colored  population. 

SEX. 

Of  the  total  number  of  deaths  reported,  391,960  were  of  males  and 
364|733  were  of  females,  the  total  living  population  being  25,518,820 
maleB  and  24,636,963  females.  For  every  thousand  deaths  of  females 
tber^  were  1,074  of  males.  These  figures  give  a  male  death-rate  of 
1S.35  per  thousand  and  a  female  death-rate  of  14.81  per  thousand.  It 
sbonld  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  proportion  of  female  to 
male  deaths  is  somewhat  greater  than  these  figures  Would  indicate. 

AGE. 

Of  the  890,644  deaths  of  males  in  which  the  ages  are  recorded,  90,894 
oewuried  under  one  year  of  age  and  168,880  under  five  yeitfs  of  age. 
Of  the  863,874  deaths  of  females  of  which  the  ages  are  recbrded,  78,372 
were  under  one  year  of  age  and  138^926  under  five  yeacs  of  age»  The 
proportion  of  deaths  of  males  under  one  year  of  age  to  all  deatha  re- 
corded was  248.03  per  thousand ;  of  those  under  five  years  df  age, 
419M.  p^  thousand.  The  proportion  of  deaths  of  females  under  one 
year  of  age  to  those  of  all  ages  recorded  was  215.38  per  thousand; 
of  those  under  five  years  of  age,  381.85  per  thousand.  The  proportion 
to  all  deaths  of  which  the  ages  are  recorded  of  deaths  of  persons  fh>m 
five  to  fifteen  years  of  age  was  87.57  per  thousand;  ttom  fifteen  to 
sixty  years  of  age,  290.66  per  thousand,  and  over  sixty  years  of  age, 
172.40  per  thousand. 

CAUSES. 

Of  the  total  number  of  deaths,  the  causes  of  death  were  either  not  re- 
ported at  all,  or  were  so  reported  as  to  be  necessarily  classed  as  unknown 
in  28,053  cases,  leaving  a  total  of  733,840  cases  of  death  in  which  the 
eaases  are  distinguished.  It  is  believed  that  the  causes  of  deathhave 
been  obtained  much  more  accurately  thau  in  any  preceding  census, 
owing  to  tlie  very  general  aid  and  co-operation  of  the  physicians  of  the 
0DUntx7  in  revising  and  correcting  the  enumerators'  returns  with  refer- 
ence to  this  iK)int.  To  illustrate  some  points  brought  out  in  the  tabu- 
lations which  have  been  made  the  following  figures  are  given  With  re- 
gard to  a  few  special  causes  of  death. 

DIPUTIIBRIA. 

The  number  of  cases  of  deatlis  reported  as  due  to  diphtheria  Is :  Males, 
18,849^  females,  19,549;  total,  38,398;  giving  a  proportion  of  52.32  per 
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thousand  of  all  deaths  in  which  the  causes  are  reported*  ISietoMJ 
number  of  deatlis  fix>m  diphtheria  under  one  year  of  age  was  2,896;  »l 
der  five  years  of  age,  20,035}  between  Ave  and  fifteen  years  of  a|i^{ 
16,162.  In  Table  GLVIII  is  given  the  number  of  deaths  fhn  <ll| 
disease  in  each  state  group  of  counties  in  the  United  States. 

In  Grand  Oroup  I  (north  Atlantic  region,  for  composition  of  wlidka| 
infra)  the  proportion  of  deaths  from  diphtheria  to  the  total  nuiDteil 
deaths  having  recorded  causes  was  51.29  per  thousand,  being  in  fti 
cities  (New  Haven,  Boston,  Cambridge,  Fall  Siver,  Lawrence,  Lovdr 
Lynn,  and  Providence)  46.71  per  thousand,  and  in  tlie  remainder  of  fti 
|;roup,  including  the  smaller  towns  and  rural  districts,  53.80  per  te| 
sand. 

In  Orand  Oroup  lY  (the  Oulf  coast,  for  composition  see  tf|/ins)fli| 
proportion  of  deaths  from  diphtheria  was  12.16  per  thousand,  bdof  ii 
the  city  of  New  Orleans  13.74  and  in  the  rc^mainder  of  the  groc^lilj 
per  thousand. 

In  Orand  Oroup  YII  (being  the  lake  region,  for  compo8iti(m  Ml 
infra)  the  proportion  of  deaths  from  diphtheria  was  81.15  per  thoami 
of  all  deaths  reported,  being  in  the  cities  (Ghicago,  Milwaukee,  DeM, 
Glevelapd,  Buffalo,  Bochester,  and  Toledo)  78J.5  and  in  the  remalodff  | 
of  the  group  84J.0  per  thousand. 

ENTBSIO    FEVEB. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  enteric  (typhoid)  fever  reported  ii: 
Males,  11,852;  females,  11,053;  total,  22,905;  being  in  the  proportionif 
31.21  per  thousand  of  all  deaths  having  reported  causes.  The  todl 
number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  under  one  year  of  age  was  €5i: 
under  five  years,  2,707 ;  from  five  to  fifteen  years,  3,952 ;  from  fifteec 
to  sixty  years,  13,945 ;  over  sixty  years  of  age,  2,248. 

In  Orand  Oroup  I  (the  north  Atlantic  region)  the  proportion  of  dea^ 
from  enteric  fever  to  the  total  number  of  deaths  having  recorded  canaei 
was  18.64  per  thousand,  being  in  the  larger  cities  (for  list  of  which  see 
above)  16.26  and  in  the  smaller  towns  and  rural  districts  19.95  per 
thousand. 

In  Grand  Group  IV  (the  Gulf  coast)  the  proportion  of  deaths  fipoa 
this  disease  was  22.01  per  thousand,  being  in  the  city  of  New  Orleaas 
7.67  and  in  the  remaining  portion  of  the  group  30.02  per  thousand. 

In  Grand  Group  VII  (being  the  lake  region)  the  proportion  of  deatiis 
from  this  disease  was  22.28  per  thousand  of  all  deaths  reported,  bttug 
in  the  large  cities  17.16  and  in  the  remainder  of  the  group  27.31  per 
thousand. 

It  will  be  seen  from  these  figures  that  neither  diphtheria  nor  enterk 
fever  are  especially  diseases  of  the  large  cities.  They  appear  to  be 
more  prevalent  in  the  small  towns  and  rural  districts  which  have  so 
general  water  supply  or  systems  of  sewerage,  but  obtain  their  water 
from  springs  and  ^ells  and  observe  the  usual  custom  of  storing  exoreU 
in  cesspools  or  vaults. 
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MATiABTAT.  FBYEBS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  reported  as  due  to  malarial  fevers  is : 
Males,  10,27,6;  females,  9,985;  total,  20,261;  giving  a  proportion  of  27.61 
per  thousand  of  all  deaths  from  reported  causes.  The  total  number  of 
deaths  from  these  fevers  under  one  year  of  age  was  2,002 ;  under  five 
years,  6,182;  from  five  to  fifteen  years,  3,482  f  from  fifteen  to  sixty  years, 
7,909 ;  sixty  years  and  over,  2,623. 

In  Grand  Oroup  I  (north  Atlantic  region)  the  proportion  of  deaths 
from  malarial  fever  to  all  deaths  recorded  was  4.56  per  thousand,  being 
in  the  eities  3.02  and  in  the  remainder  of  the  group  5.40  per  thousand. 

In  Grand  Group  lY  the  proportion  of  deaths  fi*om  this  disease  was 
65.85  per  thousand,  being  in  the  city  of  "Sew  Orleans  44.81  and  in  the 
remaining  portion  of  the  group  77.61  i)er  thousand. 

In  Grand  Group  YII  (the  lake  region)  the  proportion  of  deaths  from 
these  fevers  was  9.74  per  thousand,  being  for  the  large  cities  8.27  and 
for  the  remainder  of  the  group  11.18  per  thousand. 

CONSUMPTION. 

This  is  the  cause  of  death  to  which  the  greatest  number  of  cases  are 
referred  in  the  records,  there  being  reported  40,619  males  and  50,932 
females  as  dying  of  this  disease,  giving  a  proportion  of  124.75  -per 
thousand  of  all  deaths  having  reported  causes,  or  a  little  over  12  per 
cent.  TaUng  the  same  groups  used  above,  we  find  that  in  Grand  Group 
I,  in  the  cities,  consumption  caused  150.55  per  thousand  of  all  cases  of 
reported  deaths,  and  in  the  remainder  of  the  group  172.77  per  thousand, 
giving  an  average  of  164.89  i)er  thousand. 

In  Grand  Group  lY  it  caused  in  New  Orleans  152.11  i>er  thousand, 
and  in  the  remainder  of  the  group  97.66  per  thousand,  the  average  being 
117118  per  thousand. 

In  Grand  Group  VII  it  caused  in  the  cities  97.66,  and  in  the  rural 
districts  130.22  i)er  thousand,  giving  an  average  of  114.08  i>er  thousand. 

It  will  be  seen  from  these  figures  that  in  the  north  Atlantic  and  lake 
regions  the  mortality  from  consumption  is  highest  in  the  small  towns 
and  rural  districts,  while  on  the  Gulf  coast  the  mortality  is  greatest  in 
the  city  of  New  Orleans,  in  which  it  is  higher  t!han  in  the  northern 
cities.  This  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  New  Orleans  is  not  sewered 
or  drained  as  are  the  northern  cities,  and  has  the  soil  water  very  near 
the  surface. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  reported  as  due  to  accidents  and  ii\jnries 
is  35,932,  divided  as  follows:  Bums  and  scalds,  4,786;  droKnied, 
4,320 ;  exposure  and  neglect,  1,299 ;  gunshot  wounds,  2,289 ;  homicide, 
1,336;  infanticide,  40;  injuries  by  machinery  120;  railroad  accidents, 
2,349;  suffocation,  2,339;  suicide  by  shooting,  472;  suicide  by  drowning, 
155;  suicide  by  poison,  340;  other  suicides,  1,550;  sunstroke,  557 ;  other 
accidents  and  injuries,  13,980. 
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Some  data  relative  to  other  importaDt  diseases  will  be  found  in  Xi 
CLYHIy  the  data  from  whitb  should  be  used  in  oonnectioii  with  th 
a^n  in  Table  CLVII.  The  state  groups  referred  to  in  Tables  CL^ 
and  OLYin  are  composed  of  groups  of  counties^  as  follows :
